SR. JOHN §. WISE ATTACKED BY MESSRS. 
COX AND GIBSON—A REPLY WHICH EF- 
FECTUALLY SILENCED HIS ANTAGONISTS, 

WasuINGTON, Feb. 25.—After thinking 
®ver the matter for 48 hours Mr. Samuel 8, Cox 
concluded to-day to reply to the remarks made 
on Saturday by Mr. John 8S. Wise, when that 
lively young Readjuster described the joking 
member from New-York as “a pillar of brass 
by day and a pillar of gas by night.” Mr. Cox 
chose an hour when Mr. Wise was not in his 
seat and made a peg upen which to hang his 
speech by offering an amendment pro forma to 
the bill for the suppression of contagious dis- 
eases among animals, which was under discus- 
sion. He began with a little by-play upon Mr. 

Wise’s name and his ** unwise” speech, and then’ 

called the Readjuster the “ young callow fledg- 

ling from Virginia.” Mr. Cox pointed out how 
he had stood up for old Virginia while 

Mr. Wise was fighting against the union, 

and then gently chided the young member 

for deriding such aman. An open Bible was ly- 
ing on Mr. Cox's desk, and after he had quoted 

Mr. Wise’s description of him Mr. Cox read from 

the Old Testament the story of how the Lord 

went before the children of Israel, and led them 
by day and by night. Mr. Wise, he continued, 
ought to have read his Bibie before he came to 
Congress. Mr. Cox culogized briefly the children 
of Isracl,and commended their care of their 
cattle, and remarked that when Moses led them 


“they didn't get overwhelmed in the Red Sea as 
the Readjusters didin Virginia.” Heincidentally 
expressed a wish that he could read the Bible for 
the bencfit of the House, and Mr. Belford, who 
was standing near by, dryly remarked that if he 
did he would not be a Democrat.

A THRIFTY FEDERAL JUDGE. 

Stories were in circulation here last May 
about the proposed impeachment of a United 
States District Judge in Florida, and it was then 
announced through dispatches to THe TIMEs that 
District Judge James W. Locke, of Key West, 
had been requested, by the order of Sccretary 
Folger, to pay tax as a dealer in leaf tobacco, 
complaint having been made that he had en- 
gaged in that business without taking out the 
license required by law. The matter was 
passed over in some way, and it was 
understood that Judge Locke had satisfactorily 
explained his apparent delinquency. A few days 
pro, however, a petition was received from cit- 
{zens of Key West, accompanied by affidavits 
and offers of proof, asking tor the impeachment 
of Judge Locke for a number of oifenses set 
forth. Speaker Carlisle turned the petition over 
to Kepresentative Dayidson, who introduced it. 
It was referred to the Judiciary Committee, 

where it will in due time receive the considera- 
tion it deserves. . 

Vhe petition sets forth that James W. Locke, 
Judge of the United States District Court for the 
Southern District of Florida, bas been guilty of 
various and sundry irreguiarities, crimes, and 
misdemeanors, which are unbecoming a judicial 
Ofiicer Of his high position, which reflect dis- 
credit upon the judiciary of the United 
States, and render him liable to impeach- 
iment and its pains and penalties. It is charged 
that while Judge he did at various elections in 
#ionree County improperly approach voters and 
by the offer of money, attempted corruptly to 
influence the voters iq behalf of himself and his 
friends. It is further asserted that while Judge 
lic was owner of the schooner Pelican, engaged 
jin wrecking, aud on one oecasion saved a quan- 
tity of railroad iron trom the wrecked ship St. 
James, decreed salvage to the Pelican, of which 
he was the owner, and received the vro- 
peeds, [f is charged that while Judge he en- 
gaged ig the occupation of a _ pawnbroker 
gudusurer. Domingo Andre, bpather-in-law of 
#, Parosti, applied to Judge Locke tora loan of 
690, for the use of which Locke required Andre 
to pay $50 a month. Andre acceded to this de- 
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hands of Locke as security $2,000 worth of dia- 
monds, which Andre borrowed from Parodi. In 
due time Andre,through Parodi, repaid Locke and 
demanded the return of the diamonds, receivin 
all except one of the most valuable, whic 
Locke informed Andre, through Parodi, that he 
pom had sold. It is further charged that 
uocke while J udge engaged in the business of a 
dealer in leaf tobacco without haviag first paid 
the tax and obtained the license required by 
law; that Locke’s name was registered in the 
Revenue Bureau as a dealer, and directions for- 
warded to the proper authorities to require him 
to pay the tax for two years and the peralty for 
neglecting to take out a license according to law. 
The petitioners say they are prepared to prove 
all of the above ey by witnesses. This paper 
is signed by William Bethel, member of Assem- 
bly from Monroe County; C. R. Pinder, A. J. 
Kemp, and A. E. Curry. To the first charge, that 
of corrupting voters, are appended the affidavit 
of Ramonf Seville, and the letter of Charles E. G. 
Blake, as proof, and the witnesses named are 
Ramon ¢Seville and E. G. Blake, of Key West. 
To charge the second are appended the affi- 
davits of John H. Singleton, master of 
the schooner Pelican, proving that she was in 
the wrecking business and that Locke was Judge 
at the time; the certificate of the ownership of 
the Pelican at the time of the wreck and for 
months afterward; a copy of the United States 
Revenue Agent’s letter proving that the St. 
James was wrecked As reported, and naming 
John H. Singleton, C. Pender, Francis N. Wicker, 
of Key West, and the records of the Custom-house 
and court as witnesses and proof of the facts. To 
the charge of usury and pawnbroking the petition 
names as witnesses Enrique Parodi, William Led- 
witch, the purchaser of the diamond from Judge 
Locke; Carlos M. De Cespedes, and Charles G. 
Blake, of Key West; Domingo Andre, and Lo- 
renzo Juninez, of New-York, and Col. W. C. 
Maloney, Jr., of Key West. To the count charg- 
ing the Judge with being a dealer in leaf tobac- 
co, the witnesses named are Col. F. N. Wicker, 
Ramon Alvarez, and Charles B. Pendleton, of 
Key West, and there is attached the letter of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, ordering 
him to pay tax, and the letters in Locke's. 
handwriting withdrawing the tobacco from 
bonded warehouse. Kamon Seville, in his aftida- 
vit, swears thatin the campaign of 1872 Locke 
sent for him, end, having called upon 
Locke, the Judge asked him to get as 
many votes as he could for Mr. Howe for State 
Senator. Locke then gave him $20 or $25, which 
Seville used among “the boys.” Secretary Fol- 
ger certifies, under date of Nov. 20, 1883, to the 
correctness of a letter written on May 22, 1883, to 
Collector D. Eagan, District of Florida, propos- 
ing an assessment against James W. Locke. This 
letter to Eagan, which {is annexed to the charges, 
sends Eagan a list, assessing Locke $46 88, and re- 
quests him to make a report or explain why the 
assessment should not be made. This order was 
made a H.C. Rogers, Acting Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue.

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STRONGLY IN FAVOR OF EDMUNDS. 


NEW-YORK CONGRESSMEN LEARNING THE 
WISHES OF THEIR CONSTITUENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The Republican 
members of the House from New-York are be- 
ginning to hear from their constituents, and aro 
consequently exhibiting much more concern 
than they did a while ago in Presidential candi- 
dates and the importance of selecting some one 
of the leading ones upon whom to unite. 
Congressman Wadsworth’s open declaration 
for Mr. Edmunas has brought him a 
large batch of approving letters, some 
of which are from persons living out of his dis- 
trict. One of these letters came from Mr. His- 
cock’s (Syracuse) district. Mr. Wadsworth says 
heis surprised to find how wide-spread is the 
feeling in favor of Mr. Edmunds's nomination. 
It was, perhaps, Mr. Wadsworth’s decision 
of character and the responses to his 
prompt declaration that has emboldened 
other men to talk out. Mr. Millard, of 
the Twenty-eighth District, says he is personally 
a great admirer of Mr. Edmunds and would be 
glad to see him made the candidate. It is his be- 
lief, too, that he is favored by a large proportion:

‘THE SENIORS TO CONSULT TO-DAY AS TO 
THEIR FUTURE COURSE. 

Cturnton, N. Y., Feb. 25.—About one- 
third of the Hamilton College Seniors are in 
town to-day, and the remainder are within easy 
reach. They say nearly all will be here to-mor- 
row for consultation and verify or disprove the 
rumors of defection in their ranks. They are 
endeavoring, also, to get a meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the College Trustees, 
with a view to presenting their case and accept- 
ing the committee’s decision. The committee, 


however, is widely scattered, and hope of adjust- 
mentin that way is futile,as the Faculty has 
given notice that those who do not attend reci- 
tations on Wednesday cannot compete for class 
pe. The Seniors talk bravely, and several ex- 
1ibit letters from their parents supporting them 
in their present course. Others have letters 
commanding them to return to duty. In one 
of these cases the student says it is the 
only command his father ever laid pn 
him, and regrets that he cannot in honor obey 
it. Another says he has been home and laid the 
whole matter before his father, together with 
President Darling’s letter and the pledge which 
the Faculty requires returning Seniors to sign. 
He reports his father as'saying that the Seniors 
did just as he would have done under similar cir- 
cumstances, and the son is lett free to follow his 
own judgment. 

It is thought that at the class meeting to-mor- 
row a motion will be made to release members 
from their pledge not to return to college til! the 
suspended two are recalled. The Faculty is con- 
tident that several of the class will attend recita- 
tions on Wednesday. It does not believe that 
the Juniors will go out. This morning large 
placards were found nailed to trees, fences, and 
buildings on the college grounds reading, * Place 
no confidence in the counsel of any one who lies.” 
Inquiry disclosed that the words were used by 
President Darling in his sermon yesterday. The 
placards were put up by the students, and have

THE PAWLING .TRAGEDY. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Feb. 25.—District 
Attorney Hackett declines'to reveal any in- 
formation obtained by him from Mulken's re- 
ported confession in the case of the Pawling 
tragedy, and says all the papers in his possession 
will be held absolutely secret until the day of 
trial, Monday, March 10. It is now known that 
the gun with which it is believed Samuel Groner 
was shot, after the dynamite cartridge exploded, 
was found in Norman Davis’s bouse, on a lonely 
mountain road leading trom Green Haven to 
Pawling, and within four miles of where 
the tragedy occurred. At first Davis and his 
wife, when the gun was demanded, denied 
that there was a gun in the house. The offic ers 
then told them they must have the gun or Davis 
must go along with them. Davis then produced 
a single-barreled gun, which the officers retused 


} totake, and told Davis to put on his hat and coat 
: and go with them. 


Mrs. Davis then said to her 
husband: * If we give the gun up how do we 
know but some one will bring a suit for it?” 
Whereupon Davis went out of the room and 
came back with the double-barreled gun that was 
wanted. Itis believed that after the tragedy 
Griffin, Miller, and Mulkins hurried along the 
mountain road to Green Haven, stopping on the 
way to leave the gun at Davis’s house. The gun 
is now in the possession of the Dustrict Attorney.

A number of peo- 
pie prominently identifed with Fenian affairs in 
Chicago were seen to-day and they all denied hav- 


| ingany knowledge of such movements on the part 


of the Dakota section of the order. They did not 
believe that Mayor McCormack or Capt. Grigus 
were in Chicago, or that there was any such agi- 
iation meditated. One promiment member of the 
Yenian Order in the local water office said: “T 
don’t know anything about this matter, but I 
wouldn't tell a thing about it if I did. The 
Fenians don't tell the public when they intend 
to make a move, and for this reason | know this 
isa false report.

MARCHING ON KHARTOUM 


THE FALSE PROPHET’S FORCES 
AGAIN IN MOTION. 
THE HOLY TRUCE AT AN END—GREAT UN- 
EASINESS IN CAIRO—THE FALL OF TO- 
KAR—THE REBELS NEAR SUAKIN, 


Lonpon, Feb. 25.—The report that El 
Mahdi was marching toward Khartoum is con- 
firmed. He liberated 12 members of the Catholic 
Mission before leaving El Obeid, receiving a 
ransom of £2,800 through the Austrian Consul at 
Khartoum. El Mahdi’s inaction after his victo- 
ry at El Obeid, isexplained by the fact that, find- 
ing that the sheiks of the principal tribes wished 
to go home with their spoils, in order to attend 
to the harvest, he proclaimed a holy truce during 
the months of Moharrem and Safar, ending on 
the date of the anniversary of the birth of the 
Prophet. That time having expired, the tribes 
have reassembled, and the campaign has been re- 
sumed. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, as well as the Tory even- 
ing papers, deprecate the advance of Gen. Graham 
upon Teb as hazardous and needless. 

Mr. Gladstone's confidence in Gen. Gordon con-

It is reported that the Government, acting un- 
der the advice of Gen. Wolseley, the Adjutant- 
General of the forces, has ordered Gen. Graham 
to transfer his base of operations to Suakin, 
whence, witha strengthened force of men and 
artillery, he is to march to assault Tamanich, 
Osman Digna’s head-quarters. 

SAUKIN, Feb. 25.—Another refugee from 
Tokar has arrived. He left Tokar on Thursday. 
He says the majority of the garrison wished to 
surrender, but 200 insisted upon continu- 
ing the resistance. It is uncertain, therefore, 
whether the surrender has actually been 
made. But it is strongly believed that the 
majonty prevailed and that Tokar is now in 
the hands of the rebels. Another refugee 
reports that he fell in with a rebel with 
‘whom he was acquainted. The rebel told him 
that the intention was to put all the garrison at 
Tokar to death, except the gunners, after the 
surrender, notwithstanding the promises that 
had been made. A spy sentto a friendly tribe 
brings back word that the rebels had attacked 
the tribe and taken 73 prisoners and 50 grain- 
laden camels. Reports are abroad that the reb- 
els will attack Suakin to-night. 

A spy captured in Osman Digna’s camp was 
subjected to indignity and mutilation. The 
rebels cut off one of his hands and tied it around 
his neck. 

A mutiny occurred this morning among the 
‘black troops. They dispersed through the bazaar 
and threatened to join the rebels. Admiral 
*Hewitt will therefore retain a number of marines 
at Suakin, and the blacks will be sent to Cairo 
forthwith. 

Spies report great rejoicing in the camp of 
Osman Digna at the fall of Tokar. 

The patroi from here caught sight of the enemy 
and retired, the enemy pursuing. 

TRINKITAT, Feb. 25.—Baker Pasha has 
heen appointed Chicf of the Intelligence Depart- 
ment, with Col. Burnaby. correspondent of the 
London Post, as his assistant. The transport 
Thibet has been detained at quarantine owing to 
the appearance of small-pox among the troops 
,on board. All the soldiers who were returning 
to England on the troop-ship Jumna have volun- 
teered their service on shore, both those whose 
time had already expired and the others. They 
have been accepted asa most welcome addition 
to Gen. Graham's forces. As they are veterars 
they will increase the confidence of the younger 
soldiers. 

Carro, Feb. 25.—Great uneasiness is felt 
here at the report that the powerful Beshareen 
Arabs have revolted. They occupy the territory 
between Kahrtoum and Wady Halfa and east- 
ward as far Berber. If this is true Gen. Gordon, 
with Khartoum and the other garrisons, is cut 
off. The Mahdi's emissaries are busy throughb- 
out the whole of Egypt. They go from village 
to villuge beuring the simple message, “I am 
coming. Beready !” This passes on from mouth 
to mouth, and the situation is becoming serious. 

Seven thousand Ara!s have reinfore«d the 
army of Osmnun Digna, who has taken command 
in person. He has altogether 18,000 men, against 
5,000 British troops. Two Egyptian barta:ions, 
with two Gatling guns and 20 tons of ammuni- 
tion, will start for Assouan on Thursday and En- 
giish troops will follow. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 25.—It is positively 
asserted that the Mahdi and King John of Abys- 
sinia bave signed a convention to the effect that 
King John shall remain neutral, and in return 
shall reeeive a port on the Ked Sea and a large 
accession of territory.

MINISTER SARGENT AND BISMARCK. 

BERLIN, Feb. 25.—The Vossische Gazette 
Ceclares that it is unable to reprint the comments 
of the American press on the Lasker incident for 
fear the editor would be imprisoned. 

Minister Sargent’s dignified course in ignoring 
the attacks of the German press is much ap- 
proved.

BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE RETIRING SPEAKER—A DEBATE ON THE 
SOUDAN WAR. 

Lonpon, Feb. 25.—Mr. Gladstone made 
in the House of Commons to-day a motion, 
which was carried, culogizing Sir Henry Brand’s 
long services as Speaker. The Parnellites did 
not challenge a division, but after Mr. Parnell 
had stated that they were unabie tacitly to 
acquiesce in the vote of thanks, as some 
of Speaker Brand's acts had been hurtful to 


Ireland, they withdrew in a body from the 
House. Mr. F. H. O'Donnell, member for Dun- 
garven, also protested against thanking the re- 
tiring Speaker. Mr. O’Donnel), who has sepa- 
rated from the Parneilite party, is credited with 
the desire to lead the Irish party himself in place 
of Mr. Parnell. Upon the Speaker’s vacating 
the chair the whole House rose and, filing past, 
shook hands with him. As he was leaving the 
House he was loudly cheered. 

Mr. Labouchere, Radical member from North- 
empton, moved that the House adjourn in order 
to pate the position of the troops inthe Red 
Sea. The Parnellites and some of the 'lorics con- 
curred, and Mr. Eliis Bartlett, Conservative mem- 
ber for Eye, seconded Mr. Lubouchere's motion. 
Mr. Labouchere asked the Government to 
repudiate its bloodthirsty policy. Mr. Bartlett 
said that ti conduct of the Government had 
been such that the country bad lost all conti- 
dence init. Mr. Joseph Cowen, Radical Reform- 
er, member from Newcastie-on-Tyne, said 
he was unwilling to embarrass the Gov- 
ernment, but he wished to know what 
it was fighting for. The Marquis of Hartington, 
Secretary of State for War, deprecated the 
discussion of the subject, which, he said, 
was untimely.

Lonpon, Feb. 25.—The boiler of the 
steamer Kotsai, from Hong Kong to Macao, ex- 
ploded.

BERLIN, Feb. 25.-—-Prince Bismarck is re- 
vising the civil procedure with a view to abolish- 
ing useless formalities. The revision has re- 
ceived anew impulse since the death of Herr 
Lasker, who was one of the framers of the pres- 
ent procedure. 

The recent interviews between Prince Dol- 
gorouki, the Russian military plenipotentiary, 
and Prince Bismarck, have resulted in the assent 
of Prince Bismarck toa meeting in the Spring 
between the Czar and Emperor William. 
Prince Dolgorouki gave Emperor William 
an autograph letter from the Czar asking 
for an _ interview. In consequence of 
the explanations of Prince Dolgorouki 
regarding the concentration of Russian troops in 
the frontier provinces, Prince Bismarck has 
countermanded the orders to increase the forces 
in the Duchy of Posen, but maintains the present 
garrisons at their full strength. The Emperor 
marks the restoration of the entente by ordering 
a special military celebration of the seventcenth 
anniversary of his entrance into the Russian 
Order of St. George. 

St. Prererspure, Feb. Gen. Tcher- 
naieff, the recently superseded Governorof Turk- 
estan, has refused a seat in the Military Council. 
and will retire to private life. It is understood 
that the disfavor under which he rests at present 
is a concession to English susceptibilities. 

The Ignatieff committee, who have been exam- 
ining into the administration of Turkestan, have 
detected a deficiency of 100,000,000 rubles in the 
last 14 years. It is stated that Russia has volun- 
tarily offered England a pledge to stop at Merv 
and to use her intluence with the Khans of Bok- 
hara and Khiva to facilitate English commerce. 
It is further stated that the Russian Government 
has invited England to join in constructing a 
canal from the sea of Aral to the Indian frontier.

NO MORRISON BILL WANTED. 
THE NEW-JERSEY SENATE SO INSTRUCTS IT, 
REPRESENTATIVES, 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 25.—The tariff ques- 
tion was talked dry 1n the State Senate this even- 
ing, and the resolutions that provoked the dis- 
cussion were adopted by the joint votes of 
Democratic and Republican Senators. The 
resolutions are those offered by Sena- 
tor Youngblood, of Morris, last week, 
directing the New-Jersey Congressmen to Op- 
pose the Morrison tariff bill. Some of the Demo- 
cratic Senators pleaded that they were not ready 
to discuss the questions. Senator Miller left his 
written speech in his sachel at home. He 


asked for time, but the Senators on the 
other side insisted on a vote  bems¢ 
taken. Then, for the amusement if not for the 
information of the Senators, Mr. Brinkerhoff, of 
Hudson, had the full text of the Morrison bill 
read, and Mr. Carpenter, of Hunterdon, offered a 
resolution that, as the Senate was Republican, it 
had no right to instruct the State’s Democratie 
delegation in Congress. The Republicans re- 
ceived it with a cynical smile all around 
and voted it down. Mr. Youngblood made 
an elaborate speech explaining the meaning 
and effect of the Morrison bill, and Mr. Griggs, 
of Passaic, followed in a bantering speech, de- 
signed to show the Democrats the grounds on 
which they could unite with the Republicans in 
assisting to pass the resolutions. Senator Coch. 
ran broke the ice for the Democrats by saying 
that he would vote for the resolution, though the 
Senate rightfully bad nothing to do with the 
matter. 

Finally, the vote was ordered. On the first 
round Senators Beatty, Doughty, Carpenter, 
and Miller did not vote. The absentees wera 
called and Messrs. Beatty and Doughty answere@? 
with an aye. Absentees were still called. “}¥ 
shall firmly but respectfully decline to vote,” 
said Senator Carpenter, at whom the call for 
absentees was directed. Mr. Nichols moved that 
he be excused from voting. “ But,” | said 
Mr. Griggs, ** the gentleman has not asked to be 
excused.

ROCK ISLAND’S FORMER PRESIDENT DENY- 
ING MR. VANDERBILT'S ASSERTION AND

THE WEST SHORE COMPLAINING—MR, BIG- 

LIN’S POSITION AS A TICKET AGENT. 
Passenger Agent Monett, of the West 
Shore Road, complained to the Emigration Com- 
missioners yesterday that his line did not enjoy 
the same advantages in Castle Garden as the pool 
roads. His agents were not allowed to sell cash 
tickets and were otherwise restricted by the pool 
managers. The Commissioners seemed to think 
that, although the West Shore was entitled to 


admission to Castle Garden, it would have to 
make arrangements as to its proper share of the 
business with the other lines. Mr. Monett then 
paid that the West Shore had entered Castle Gar- 
Gen undera misapprehension as to the privileges 
which it was to enjoy and now asked to be 
allowed to withdraw. It wished to make 
avother demand, but in different terms, for 
admittance. Commissioner Taintor, who _pre- 
sided, saw no reason why the West Shore Road 
might not be released trom the contract into 
which it had entered. Its agent was informed 
that if he would make, in writing, any complaint 
to the effect that his road was not enjoying its 
full share of privileges, this would be considered 
at the meeting of the board on Thursday. Mr. 
Monett told a TroxwEs reporter that the pool man- 
agers had offered to let the West Shoro Road into 
their alliance if he would sign an agreement to 
accept 10 per cent. of the immigrant business as 
the share of his line. The Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, which fougbt pod pe last 
Summer, had been taken into it and had accept- 
ed 18% per cent. as its share. 

Mr. Biglin, who was supposed to represent the 
Lehigh Valley Road, explained to the Commis- 
sioners that he had no direct connection with 
that company. He merely sold tickets to points 
not covered by the trunk lines. He bad been 
acting asan agent for the Delaware, Lackawanna 

nd Western Road. Mr. Muller and the General 
Daaanner Agent of the latter line, who were 
both present, said that the services of Mr. Biglin 
were no longer required by them, as they bad a 
regular agent inthe garden. Mr. Biglin’s right 
to sell local tickets by lines not direct and vari- 
ous other complications growing out of the rail- 
way war will be discussed at the meeting of the 
Emigration Board on Thursday.

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GIVING CHARACTER TO THE CO- 
PIAH COUNTY DEMOCRATS. 
AND TELLING WHAT A VIOLENT MAN THE 

MURDERED MATTHEWS WAS — JUDGE 

WHARTON’S TESTIMONY. 

NeEew-Or.EAnNS, La., Feb. 25.—The Demo- 
crats put on the stand this morning a succession 
of Judges to give a character to their party in 
Mississippi before Mr. Hoar’s committee, Judgo 
Millseps, once on the bench, was brought 
forward as a Republican. Last Fall 
he voted the Democratic ticket straight for 
two reasons: First, because he wants to break 
up the Democratic Party, and, second, because 
he disliked the political methods of the mur- 
dered man, Matthews, who was not on 
either ticket. The Judge brought up against 
the Matthews family that an uncle of 
the murdered man had been ordered to leave the 
county by regulators before the latter was 
born. He did not like Matthews’s political 
methods, because he thought him selfish 
in trying to make up an independent party 
in which the colored men should be a 
factor, and the witness gave as his panacea for 
the troubles in politics the formation of a party 
made up of white men in opposition to the 
Bourbons. The Judge declared the Bourbons of 


Copiah to be law-abiding and wealthy citizens 
while Matthews be thoughta violent man. This 
did not prevent the former from carrying the 
election by force, and as for that Millseps allowed 
that in every county and State in the South 
when there is a Republican majority the 
Democrats always eiect their ticket. It 
is conceded that the whites refused 
to allow the negro to vote, and when, as in 1881 
in Mississippi, so the Judge said, the Republicans 
carried the State, they were counted out. He 
thought that the Independents never could suc- 
ceed so long as the negroes supported them, 
though acknowledging that Jast Fall their 
strength among the whites was larger than 
before. 

Then came Judge Wharton, the Democrat who 
presides over Copiah County. He said the Grand 
Jury there was reported to him to be about 
to indict some good Democrats for offenses 
against the ballot, and be thereipon ordered new 
men summoned for the jury. He had no 
idea what the charges were to be, or who was to 
make them, but thought they might not be pre- 
sented. ‘This Judge delivered to the wearied 
conimittee a repetition of the speech he made at 
the opening of the Copiah County Court, ex- 
horting that crimes against the ballot must not 
be allowed, but taking care to express his views 
against allowing the Radicals to come into power. 

“So you mean to say that you said that from 
the bench ?” inquired bir. Hoar. 

“ Yes,” replied this judicial officer, “and I 
would say it in the face of the universe.” 

Mr. Hoar asked bim if political speeches from 
the bench were common in Mississippi. Whereat 
Judge Wharton felt aggrieved and made no an- 
swer. He detailed how Matthews came to him, 
told him of the outrages going on in the county, 
and asked that he might be protected. He said 
he feared death, and told the Judge that his two 
boys bad promised to avenge him if assassinated. 
The Judge answered that he was surprised at this 
avowal, but nothing was done to save Matthews's 
life. During this examination Judge Wharton 
began to cross-question Mr. Hoar, but the latter 
objected. 

Next came Judge Cooper, of the Supreme 
Court, looking something like Bob Ingersoll. He 
told about the suit between the county and 
Matthews, in which he had been counsel, but 
brought out nothing new. Ho expressed 
the opinion that Matthews was a violent 
man and always went armed. In 1875 he 
conducted the shot-gun campaign, or, as denom- 
inated by the Democrats, “the revolution of 
1875." He heard then that Matthews had threat- 
ened to kili him, but was afterward told by Mat- 
thews that he expected to be murdered himself, 
but that his family would avenge his death. To 
show that Judze Cooper's denunciation of Mat- 
thews is something modern, the Republicans In- 
troduced a letter, interlaced with profanity, 
which Cooper sent to Matthews. It praised the 
latter for his ability and honesty as Sheriff, and 
Cooper expressed his regret that party reasons 
alone prevented him from supporting Matthews 
for another term. 

Still another Judge was presented, Calhoun, 
who presided over the Yazoo Circuit when Dixon 
killed Barksdale in ~ cold blood and was 
never brought trial. He is now off 
the Bench. The_ statement that the peo- 
ple of Copiah County vie in virtue and 
order with those anywhere was repeated 
by him,and Matthews was condemned as a good- 
hearted but rather violent man. He had never 
known him to be ina quarrel. Matthews’s fam- 
ily he considers an excellent one throughout, 
He also had no high opinion of Burnett’s charav- 
ter, the man shot and driven from the count 
and now helping the Republican Senators, An al- 
eged improper act of Burnett when be first came 
to the bar was given by Calhoun, but in cross- 
examination be was frank enough to say that he 
knew very little about the facts, and that it was 
very probable that Burnett had done no wrong. 

Beside these judicicial functionaries a num- 
ber of State officials were brought down 
from Jackson. These latter included Dr. 
Rowan, one of the Democratic Legisla- 
ture who profited by the Copiah outrages. He 
could not swear, but affirmed, with charming 
innocence. He described the bitter campaign with 
its joint discussions. Two weeks before election, 
about when the mob got into motion, the 
Republicans stopped their meetings, and the 
Bourbons had full sway. “Why did you 
think the opposition gave up its efforts,” the 
Doctor was asked. and he replied under the 
pains of perjury that he thought it 
was because they saw that the Demo- 
crats were appealing so strongly to the 
voters that it was useless for them to go on any 
further. He read a letter published by Matthews 
in 1875, denouncing Ben King, then a bull-dozing 
Bourbon, but who ran as an Independent for 
Governor in 1881.

JOHN BROWN'S SCAFFOLD. 

WHEELING, West Va., Feb. 25.—The his 
toric scaffold upon which John Brown met his 
death on Dec. 16, 1859,and which was mysteri- 
ously spirited away soon after the hanging, has 
just been discovered at Charlestown, Jefferson 
County, in a somewhat singular place. About 
three months ago Col. John McCoyle bought 
from a widow lady the brick residence stand- 
ing at Lawrence and Liberty streets, Charies- 
town, and last week, while making needed re- 
pairs, tore away an old porch in the rear 
of the building. Noticing that each board 
and timber bore a peculiar mark and 
number be made an investigation, and to his sur- 
prise found that when placed together in proper 
order the timbers formed a complete scaffold. 
Subsequent developments have proved beyond a 
doubt that the scaffold is the one upon which 
John Brown suffered, and the venerable relic has 
been carefully stored away under lock and key 
until itcan be set up in some secure and appro- 
priate place. The discovery created no little ex- 
citement among the citizens of the town and 
county in which the hanging took place.

DEATH OF AN ENGLISH STATESMAN. 
The Right Hon. Thomas Milner Gibson, 
formerly Privy Councilor and President of the 
Board of Trade, died yesterday in London at the 
age of 77. He was born in Trinidad in 1807, 
and was graduated B. A. in 1830 in Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He was returned to the 
House of Commons in 1837 as Conservative mem- 


ber for Tpswich, but, having changed his opin- 
ions, resigned his seat, and appesied again to 
his constituents in 1839. He was defeated, and 
remained out of Parliament for some time. Dur- 
ing this interval he entered into the at 
movement which had for its object the abolition 
ot the duty on corn, and became one of the 
most successful orators of the league. In 1846, 
at the conclusion of the anti-corn law agita-* 
tion, Lord John Russell thought to strengthen 
his Government by obtaining the aid of some 
of the League, and Mr. Gibson was ap- 
ointed Vice-President of the Board of 
rade. In April, 1848, he resigned, and 
identified himself so completely with the 
peace party in the struggle with Russia, that he 
was deieated at the general election of 1857, but 
was soon after returned to the House for 
Ashton-under-Lyne, which he represented 
until December, 1858, In 1859 he was 
appointed President of the Board 
of Trade, with aseat in the Cabinet. He took 
an active part in urging on Parliament the re- 
peal of the Newspaper Stamp act, the advertise- 
ment duty, and the excise on paper. He was 
made a Privy Councilor in 1846, and resigned 
the Presidency of the Board of Trade on the dis- 
solution of the Russell Ministry, in June, 1868.

STORIES OF AND BY HAYWARD. 


—————— 
From the London Datly News, Feb. 4. 

A very large circle of friends, including 
the most eminent men in politics and literature, 
and nearly all that is distinguished in society, 
will hear with regret of the death of Mr. Abra- 
ham Hayward, which took place on Saturday 
morning, at 8:30 o'clock, at his residence in St. 
James-street. Mr. Hayward was not one of 
those men who can beat once referred to any 
certain category. In his later years a Queen’s 
Counsel without practice, a politician with- 
out a seat in the House of Commons, a 
man of letters, whose compositiors never 
extended beyond the length of an 
essay, a journalist without a journal, and a critic 
without especially recognized authority, he yot 
enjoyed a reputation and influence peculiar to 
himself. He was not merely a diner-out, al- 
though no man dined out more frequently than 
he did: he was never called a wit, although he 
said innumerable clever things; he was a leader 


of no school, an exponent of no phase of thought, 
but he unquestionably was consulted by poli- 
ticians of the first rank, from Lord Palmerston 
to Mr. Gladstone, and rising orators and men of 
letters looked anxiously for his good word till 
the day of his death. Ashe was the last of the 
really brilliant and influential pamphleteers, so 
was he the last of the raconteurs. This is said in 
the face of the excellent anecdotes told by Mr. 
Grant Duff, and the no less graphic and amusing 
talk of Mr. Hare. But neither of these admirable 
talkers has the peculiar method of Mr. Hayward. 
which consists in “ cutting the story down to the 
bone,” as he himself described it. 

Nothing wus more amusing than to hear him 
enunciate his principles of telling an anecdote. 
He did not condescend to point out that no story 
is good which is not pertinent to the matter un- 
der discussion, and that therefore no anecdote 
should be dragged in by the ears. He despised 
such instruction as elementary, and only deiyned 


| to touch upon the higher artistic method. One 


of his cardinal rules was: “ Neverexplain. Never 
tell about the place or persons. Always pre-sup- 
pose a cultivated audience, and do not insult 
them by letting them think you fancy you know 
more than they do. Those who miss the point 
of your story from ignorance are the inferior 
ones who do not matter. The best people will 
understand.” This is the key-note of the doc- 
trine of “cutting it short.” His brevity 
was almost telegraphic, On one occasion 
he showed to a Met limited audience how 
a story which occupied a page and a half 
of a book of odds and ends could have been told 
inatiny paragraph. **Thescene is a mail coach. 
Male passenger sees two young ladies seated op- 
posite to him, one evidently ill. As the coach 
stops to change horses the other young lady 
alights, and the male passenger offers assistance, 
saying ‘I fear your companion is ill. I hope it 
is nothing serious.‘ The young lady replies, 
‘Serious enough. It is the heart.’ ‘Not an 
aneurism, I hope.’ *No-o-0," sobs the young 
lady, *itisa cornet of hussars.’"’ As Mr. Hay- 
ward said, there is the entire story, the 
essence of which is the element of sur- 
prise. It may be lengthened indefinitely by 
talk about the old coaching times and the now 
obsolete rank of cornet of horse. But all this 
mise-en-scéne was to him leather and prunella; 
the point is the baroque reply about the heart, and 
to this he pared it down. He did not lay claim to 
the invention of this method, saying it was 
simply that of Hook and Talleyrand, with whose 
generation and the latter half of the nineteenth 
century Mr, Hayward was the connecting link. 
Author of the charming essay on “The Art of 
Dining,” he was the lust of the ** diners-out.” 

For the last years of his life Mr. Hayward was, 
perhaps, more generally known among the aris- 
tocracy of rank and intellect than any other man 
about town. Not to know that small stooping 
tigure with the long thin locks of gray hair 
combed and distributed so asto make the most 
of them, was to argue one's self unknown with 
a vengeance, Statesmen listened to his views; 
stately dowagers sought, often in vain, to en- 
gage his attention, and pretty women heard 
with delight the sub-acid contemptuous phrase 
in which he demolished the pretensions of 
a rival or tore the mask from an impostor. 
Yet, with all his power of malicious ridicule, it 
could not be said of him, as it was of an eminent 
humorist who was born after him and died be- 
fore him: “*He was delightful company, for in 
the course of his whole life be never said a good 
word of anybody.” Mr. Hayward, on the con- 
trary, was most generous in his appreciation of 
merit—when he found it. Living always in the 
forefront of the political and intellectual move- 
ment of his time, he was at 75 less of a laudator 
temporis actithan many men of 60. Only now 
and then, in the morning half-hour, he would 
give to a rising young politician or promising 
author, he would lament his own longevity in 
the characteristic complaint: “I have outlived 
every body I could look up to.” 

Born in 1805, he enjoyed the great advantage of 
an early entrée into the best society that London 
could provide. The son of Mr. Joseph Hayward, 
of Lyme Kegis, author of “ The Science of Hor- 
ticulture”’ and other works, he received his edu- 
cation at Tiverton, at the famous school known 
as *“* Blundell's,” since removed from its ancient 
site. First articled to a solicitor, he was after- 
wardentered at the Midale Temple, and after 
practicing as aspecial pleader, was called to the 
Bar in 1832, went on the Western Circuit, and in 
1845 was made Queen’s Counsel. It was not, how- 
ever, his legal acquirements which brought Mr. 
Hayward his reputation. He was one of those 
endowed with literary taste who joined to other 
knowledge that of the German language, very 
rare in Kngland when “ Faust” appeared. In 
1883, he published his translation of Goethe's 
immortal work. The success of this ver- 
sion which went through nine editions 
brought him into the front rank of literary 
society. He had previously translated a work 
by Savigny from the German, and had esta- 
biished the Law Magazine as much as five years 
before, but the translation of ** Faust” must be 
looked ~ oa as the brilliant success of his early 
manhood. For the next 50 years he shone as 
one of the lights of social and intellectual 
London. Inthe early years of this remarkable 
halt century of life Disraeli and Bulwer were 
beginning their literary career. ‘“ Pickwick” 
had not appeared, and Thackeray was undreamed 
of; Carlyle was just beginning to make his mark 
with “ Sartor Resartus;” Mr.'lennyson’s reputa- 
tion had not a been explained to Sir Robert 
Peel by Lord Houghton; ‘Theodore Hook and 
Sydney Smith were the wits and humorists of 
London, as Wilson and his colleagues in Maga 
were of Edinburgh. The romantic movement in 
France had only just commenced, the collectin 
mania was contined to a few, artistic culture an 
wstheticism were not invented, the first Reform 
bill had only just passed, an odd old gentleman 
named William was King of England, and D’Or- 
say wasthe “glass of fashion and the mold of 
form.” 

A constant contributor tothe few magazines 
and reviews which then existed, Mr. Hayward, 
after ceasing to edit the Law Magazine, took an 
active part in daily journalism. In ;the stirring 
period between 1848-50 he was one of the band of 
bright spirits sharing the work of the Morning 
Chronicle, having for his colleagues George 
Smythe, afterward Lord Strangford, “ Jacob 
Omnium” Higgins, Prof. Goldwin Smith, and 
Mrs. Norton, who shone especially as a leader 
writer. It was during this period that Mr. Dis- 
raeli made sundry depreciatory remarks on the 
—- of military members of Parliament, 
clussing them contemptuously as effusions of 
“the military mind.” The men of the Morning 
Chronicle replied to Mr. Disraeli’s attack on the 
intellect of soldiers by printing a translation ofa 
magnificent eulogium on the Maréchal de St. Cyr 
by M. Thiers, setting forth the qualities neces- 
eary toa military commander. Mr. Disraeli was 
evidently struck by the brilliancy of the counter 
hit, for a few years later, when the Duke of 
Wellington died, he interpolated the translation, 
errors and all, in the oration which, as leader of 
the House of Commons, it was his duty to de- 
liver on the death of that great General. The 
old writers of the Chronicle secured the insertion 
of the speech and the translated passages in the 
Globe. Mr. Disraeli’s friends made every attempt 
to explain away the plagiarism till an article in 
Fraser's Magazine, written by Mr. Hayward, 
showed clearly that the passage was not even 
taken from the French original, but directly 
from the translation which appeared in the 
Morning Chronicle. Mr. Hayward was very 

roud of this article of his, in which he also 

andled Mr. Disraeli’s ** Revolutionary ' pick” 
very roughly; but he was seen at his best in 
the more quiet and sub-acid articles of which 
he contributed a large number to the Quarterly 
Review. Many of these, such as “* The Art of 
Dining” and“ Whist and Whist Players,” have 
been published separately, and others reprinted 
among Mr. Hayward’s collected essays—a store- 
house of quaint and shrewd remarks and anev- 
dotes tersely and pointedly told. Among other 
works, he edited the “Autobiography of Mrs. 
Piozzi” and the “ Diaries of a Lady of Quali- 
ty.” Mr. Hayward’s articles are always read 
with pieasure on account of the concentrative 
method which he applied to them as to his stories. 
Excellent as his literary work was he is, however, 
among the men of to-day best known as the 
delightfully keen critic and raconteur whom the 
were always certain to find at_Strawberry-hill 
during the lifetime of Frances Countess Walde- 
grave, one of the few of Mr. Hayward’s friends 
to whom he could “look up.”

THB WEST COAST OF FLORIDA. 


——@——— 


Ponta Ragsa, Fla,, Feb. 10.—About 
100 miles north-west of Cape Sable, on the 
Gulf side of Florida, is Punta Rassa. The 
old Spaniards gave euphonic names to 
many capes and keys along the coast, but 
Punta Rassa means only Bald Point, and- 
bald enough it is. English has spoiled a 
great deal of the Spanish, for in Charlotte 
Harbor many of the small islunds have had 
their baptismal names changed, as, for 
instance, Cayo Costa, the first word mean- 
ing a key, is now called for short Lacosta, 
and Josepha Key, Useppa. Punto Rassa, 
which has been twice visited by your cor- 
respondent, is the terminal land point of 
the telegraph, and from thence the cable 
goes to Cuba. Punta Rassa is in land com- 
munication with Key West, and along the 
desolate shores. of the Gulf, through many 
an impassable mangrove swamp, stand 
the poles with the outstretched wires. In 
the hurricane season the telegraph service 
must be # very arduous one, as broken 
poles and severed wires must be constant. 
Foraman to mounta horse and ride 20 
miles to repair damagesin a country where 
there issuch a tangle of trees must be a 
singularly disagreeable task. 

Punta Rassa in Summer is the centre of 
some business, as cattle are shipped to 
Havana, and small vessels take their loads. 
But since the Cuban insurrection has 
ended the cattle shipments have dimin- 
ished. More cattle are raised in Cuba. 
There is, however, said to be this peouliari- 
ty about the sorry Floridian cattle, that 
they stand the climate of Cuba better, and 
they are brought sooner into condition 
than Texan steers. There are several stock 
yards within a distance of 80 miles from 
Punta Rassa, at Fort Myers, Peace Creek, 
and Manattee. During the mullet season, 
from December to January, gangs of fish- 
ermen collect at Punta Rassa and catch 
the fish swarming inthe harbor. The fish 
are rough-salted, the roes cured and for- 
warded to Havana. The men are for the 
most part Spaniards, and their outfit comes 
from Key West. This mullet fishery, which 
must have been once highly profitable, 
was started some 15 years ago by some 
New-England fishermen, but to-day the 
Spaniards have taken their places. The 
supply seems to be greater than the de- 


mand, as prices for salted mullet are very 
low in Cuba this season. As at times the 
catches are larger than the fishermen can 
baudle, this point, like many others along 
the coast, might produce a very considera- 
ble amount of fertilizing materials. <A 
fishing smack once well known in New- 
York, the Wallace Blackford, now sails in 
these waters, carrying the fish from the 
point of catch to a market. 

The most conspicuous building at Punta 
Rassa is the telegraph station, which was 
built by Gen. Hancock as a head-quarters. 
There are only two other houses, one a 
store, the other a signal station, the latter 
serving the requirements of the Coast Sur- 
vey. A little schooner one can see inside 
of the islands shows that the Coast Survey 
is at work in this neighborhood. But plot- 
ting out the west coust of Florida will be 
an endless task. It would take a life-time 
of coustant work for a man to be ac- 
quainted with the innumerable islands, 
keys, and passe3 which range along the 
shore. The islands, separated sometimes 
by narrow creeks which open into wide 
bays, stud the coast, and before you reach 
the mainland distances of from 8 to 15 miles 
must be traversed. It is a changeful coast, 
too, without stability. Where there was 
an island 10 years ago standing above water 
there may be none to-day. Being an ex- 
a shallow water region, bars and 
spots of land or oyster banks stretch out 
in the most capricious way. If the 
origin of the west coast were to be carefully 
studied, it would be found that the oyster 
is the great factor in the construction of 
terra ltirma, with its adjunct, the man- 
grove. First on the shallow bottom comes 
an oyster bank. The water is so rich in 
calcareous matter derived from the coral 
that oysters, though not large, grow very 
closely. In time these oysters are de- 
stroyed by their enemies, and are covered 
with some slight deposit. On this the 
mangrove finds a footing. Seaward, just 
within the reach of the tide, the racoon 
oyster clings in bunches to its pendant 
branches. In time these oysters perish and 
drop at the foot of the tree, and the man- 
grove which was just on the sea-line is re- 
placed by another further out to sea, and 
so in time, by slow stages, these keys and 
islands are formed. 

Opposite to Punta Rassa is Sanibel Island, 
on the extremity of which a gentleman 
from Philadelphia proposes building a 
house. The climate here is delightful. At 
4 o’clock A. M. the thermometer ‘registers 
70°, midday it will be 80°, and in the even- 
ing itis 738°. It was much colder here last 
month, when in a norther the mercury 
sank to 37° for a few minutes, which was 
the most arctic weather known here for 
many years. Lounging in the balcony of 
the telegraph building of a moonlight 
night, nothing can be more still. Save the 
occasional splash of a fish in the quiet bay, 
no sound can be heard. Mr. Shultz, 
who combines within himself the func- 
tions of telegraph manager, Postmaster, 
and Custom-house ofiicer, says that when 
mullet are plenty the noise they make 
when escaping from their enemies, the 
sharks, devil-fish, and saw-fish, renderssleep 
at times difficult. These waters certainly 
contain more fish than any in America. 
Off the wharf here you can catch at any 
time in the season sheepshead, and in the 
creeks the spot (Liostomus philadelphicus) 
and the tarpon abound. In the waters 
among the keys, at depths of not more 
than a foot, the fish are seen.~ Working 
one’s way up in a flat-bottomed boat, with 
aman at the bow armed with a grains, in 
a short time an ample supply of fish can 
be had. Birds—those that teed on fish— 
are always in quantity. There is no post 
on which a cormorant does not perch. 
Pelicans, water turkeys, curlews, gulls are 
constantly on the lookout for their prey. 
Great flights of the white-winged ibis are 
always to be seen, while occasional bands 
of wild geese, meteor-like, stream across 
the blue sky. Animal life is not apparent- 
ly so exuberant. There are wildcats, 
opossums, and deer, and we hear of a bear 
occasionally. A party of Seminoles, who 
still hunt in the Everglades, came ina 
week ago to Chokoliska with 30 deer. It 
is hardly the season now for alligators, as 
the cool snap has driven these creatures 
more inland, but a short distance below. 
Punta Rassa, or further into the interior, 
this ugly creature can be found in quan- 
tity. But insect life is plenty, Butterflies 
Hit around, and dragon flies and the 
mosquito is superabundant. Get into 
the mangrove brush anywhere, or 
in the tall grass, and you have him singing 
about your ears. Like the Jerseyman, ac- 
cording to the inhabitant of Florida, it is 
never the place you are at, where the mos- 
quito exists, it is always to be found at the 
locality you have just left, or where you 
are going to. If the mosquito is a nuisance 
now, what must he be in Summer, when 
backed up by the sand fly? Truly this 
must be the ae country where the cow 
was killed by the mosquitoes, and when 
they had sucked her dry, with one last ef- 
fort they flew away with her. 

Having cruised along this coast for the 
last two weeks, the sparseness of the popu- 
lation is noticeable. It looks as if, takin 
Punta Rassa as the northern point an 
going southerly to Pavilion Key along the 
sea line among the islands, there are not 
more than 300 souls, all included, though 
the country might support more people. 
But existence here must be miserable. 
Though vegetation of a peculiar kind is 
fostered by the climate, the soil cannot be 
rich. Kick up the sand anywhere and you 
come to broken shell. It may not be uni- 
versal, but many poor people who have 
suffered from asthma or other pulmonary 
complaints seem to have settled here for 
their health. All the men look gaunt and 
lank, and the women ae and fieshless. 
At Josepha Key, an old Spanish settle- 
ment, we found a man-of-war's man, used 
to roughing it, who seemed to be content- 
ed. He was a hard-working Irishman, with 
a wife and child to take care of. He said 
he could plant corn every Gay in the year, 
though he never was certain of making 
@ crop. Either no rain fell or the winds 
uprooted the stands of vegetables, or the 


insects or the birds atethem. “In fact,” 
so he stated it, ‘I have to scratch around 
real hard all the time to make a living.’ 

Still, there could be no want of food, as 
he could catch more fish than he could eat. 
Occasionally we saw some of the in- 
habitants whose condition was one of ab- 
ect misery. There was aman with a fami- 
y of motherless children on Pine Islund 
in whose wretched shanty there 4id not 
seem to be a vestige of furniture save a 
rough table. There were no beds, and 
only a few potsand pans. Save fish and 
gophers (a land tortoise) they had no otber 
animal food. He had two half-starved 
dogs, who only got fat in alligator season. 
Living in shallow water, with Fort My- 
ers or Punta Rassa at some 20 miles 
distant, hecould only get there when tbe 
tide suited, for most of the time the water 
would be but a few inches deep. This poor 
fellow bade us pick what lemons we want 
ed, and we took them from a superb tree 
laden down with fruit. These lemons 
would have been worth 40 cents a dozeu in 
New-York, but they were useless, because 
it was impossible to market them. Here 
were cocoa-palms in flower and bananas, 
A bright lad of 12 showed the party some 
enormous alligator teeth, taken from one 
he had killed during the Summer. The 
man did not look happy. though the chil- 
dren seemed 7 contented. This man 
told us he would go away if he could. As 
the nearest settlement was a day’s sail in a 
boat, we asked him “ whether his chil- 
dren could read.” He said they could; 
that be had taught them himseif, reading 
to them “The Vicar of Waketield.” A few 
children’s magazines of years long gone 
past furnished amusement to the poor 
Robinson Crusoe bairns. Let us hope that 
by the time this letter is printed these lit- 
tle girls will have somesmiall stock of fresh 
reading matter adapted to their wants. 

Coming to the west coast of Florida by 
rail and ianding at Cedar Key signs of 
prosperity on the line of the road are only 
semi-occasional. Along the sea-coast it is 
not visible at all. In January in Middle 
Florida an orange grove does not present 
a very picturesque appearance. The indi« 
vidual tree is fine evough, but the sur- 
roundings are not artistic. Everything is 
in bad order and unkempt. Houses ure 
small, have not been painted for years, 
and are weather-stained. The people look 
careworn. You hear in the orange section 
a great deal about the money to be 
made by orange groves, but for one 
success there are iunumerable _ fail- 
ures. In the section around Punta 
Rassa there are no orange groves; climate 
and soil are not adapted to them, but 
lemons and limes grow vigorously. Fur- 
ther south bananas are found, and seein to 
do well, though the late cold weatber has’ 
made their green leaves yellow. Still the 
long pendant bunches of fruit were plenti- 
ful, and we could purchase them for 49 
cents a bunch. They were green, and 
would require a week to ripen. When they 
are ripe possums and birds eat them. To- 
mato and egg plants were in full bearing 
on all the islands, and cabbages aud 
squashes plentiful; the cabbages particu- 
larly were the finest I ever saw. 

For the invalid the west coast of Florida 
would offer certain advantages of climate, 
but there are no hotels. Cedar Key is not 
far enough south, however. At Tampa 
Bay and south of it the requisite equuble 
warmth may be found. Between Cedar 
Key and Key West are the same differ- 
ences of climate as in Turin and Naples, 
and for pulmonary complaints no one 
wants to wiuter at Turin. To come, 
then, to this part of Florida, the trip 
should be made about the first week 
in December and the limit of stay 
the middle of March. ‘The pleasures 
of the St. Johns River have called many 
persons of elegant leisure to its shores, but 
why should St. Augustine be made alone a 
centre of attraction? The place foraclub- 
house would be on one of the islands or keys 
in Charlotte Harbor. Fishing und sheoot- 
ing can be readily found. At Punta Rassa, 
the New-Yorker could be put by means of 
the telegraph in daily communication with 
the North. Then again two or three times 
a week the steamers going or coming from 
Key West or Cedar Key touch at the mouth 
of the Caloosahatchee River, near which 
Punta Rassa is situated. Small yachts of 
20 tons might Summer at Cedar Key, and 
then in December curry to these pleasant 
islands those whose inclinations might lead 
them to pass their Winters ou the Gulf. Lf 
isa region but little visited; and three 
months might be spent most delightfully 
in cruising amid these shallow waters. 

At Punta Rassa Commodore Douglas, in 
his yacht, the Seminole, is prosecuting his 
archeological studies among the shell 
mounds.

A highly discreditable scene occurred 
here this evening at St. Matthew’s Church, Shef- 
field. The church has of late been disturbed by 
ritualism, and a commission of inquiry was re- 
cently held at the instance of the Archbishop of 
York. The Rev. Mr. Ommanney, the Vicar, is in 
favor of free and open seats, but the Church 
Warden, who has been the Vicar’s opponent, is in 
favor of appropriation. This evening, shortly 
before the service began, some half a dozen per- 
sons had seated themselves in pews near 
the lectern which had not been appropri- 
ated to them. The _ peopie’s Church Wuar- 
den, Mr. Wynn, ordered them to leave, 
which some of them did after moderate persua- 
sion. Several were, however, taken by the collar, 
and one young lady refused to move, whereupon 
a follower of the Church Warden proceeded to 
eject her forcibly. The lady wasso much an- 
noyed that she turned — the person in yues- 
tion and repeatedly struck him with her um- 
brella, breaking it in the course of the struggle. 
Eventually, however, she left the pew. During 
the disturbance a member of the congregation 
rose in the centre of the church and in a loud 
voice repeated the text, “My house shal! be 
called a bouse of prayer, but ye have made it a 
den of thieves.”” The Vicar had not cume into 
the church at the time. The service afterward 
proceeded quietly and no allusion was made td 
the affair in the sermon. It is stated that the 
lady who was turned out is not a parishioner.

DEBTS OF COUNT LAGRANGE.

The most exciting topic of conversation 
in the salons of the French Jockey Clubat this 
moment isthe admitted fact that Count Fred 
erick de Lagrange, in spite of his large winnings 
on the turf in France and England, died over 
4,000,000f. in debt! The cale of all his property 
will fail to meet this enormous demand; and it is 
no wonder that the liquidator of the estate wag 
so eager in insisting upon Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild carrying out the purchase of the 
8-year-old Archiduc at all hazards. The price to 
be paid for the horse was £6,000, subject to a 
veterinary certificate of soundness by Mr. Bar- 
row, of Newwarket. But Archiduc did not “ pass 
tie doctor,” on the ground of spavin; where- 
upon Baron Rothschild canceled the original 
bargain, but offered to pay £4,000 down, and the 
balance of £2,000 on the Ist of June, provided 
Archiduc was able to fulfil his French engage- 
ments in theinterim. But this did not meet the 
views of the liquidator, and the horse was thrown 
upon his hands, though it is since reported that 
he has been purchased by M. Lefévre. Count de 
Lagrange owed Mr. Jennings, his Newmarket 
trainer, £2,000 when he died; and under the 
original arrangement Baron Rothschild was to 
have paid Mr. Jennings his debt out of the pw 
chase money.

THE COST OF THE WESTERN UNION 
LINES. 

DR. NORVIN GREEN AN UNWILLING WITNESS 
BEFORE THE SENATE COMMITTEE—IM- 
PORTANT FACTS WITHHELD. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Dr. Norvin Green, 

President of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 

pany. appeared this afternoon before a sub-com- 

mittee of the Senate Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads. He was accompanied by ex- 

Attorney-General Gwinn, of Maryland. He sald 

some of the committee's interrogatories were 

puch as he was not at liberty to answer. They 

Involved private contracts and matters which 

were not in his coutrol, either as President or in 

his individual capacity. Senator Hill said that if 
any of the questions involved matters not 
within the scope of the Senate resolutions, 
the committee would not press the ques- 
tions. Dr. Green hoped the committee would 
not press the production of the company’s con- 
tracts. Their production would properly subject 
him to censure. Other parties to the contracts 
would have a right to object to their publicity. 

He had met with difficulty in securing liberty to 

submit the Associated Press contract. In view 


of the misrepresentation which had been made 
the Assouvtated Press had given itsconsent. Sen- 
ator Hill said that the contract furnished to the 
committe referred to the terms of former con- 
tracts, of which the committee knew nothing. 
Dr. Green said he didn't think the committee 
was likely to ask anything he would an- 
swer about it. Mr. Hill said that probably 
the points upon which he would not give infor- 
mation would be those upon which the commit- 
tee would most desire information. Dr. Green 
rejoined that he would say this--that no terms 
Were granted to the Associated Press papers that 
were not open to any other papers, and, further, 
that he would advocate supplying the original 
contracts, which by the terms of the contract 
furnished the committee were now in force, but 
could not de so without the consent of his Execu- 
tive Committee. Proceeding with the interroga- 
tories in their order, Dr. Green said it would re- 
guire a long time to ascertain what mileage 
in poles the Western Union Company owned. 
Many companies were carried by leases for 
the purpose of making available their franchises, 
but their stock was nearly all the property of the 
Western Union Company. Dr. Green named sev- 
eral companies which had been absorbed, but 
were maintained as separate organizations, the 
Western Union being the sole stockholder. Mr. 
Wilson asked if the stock of these companies 
formed the basis of additional stock of the West- 
ern Union. Dr. Green said the Western Union 
had only issued stock sufficient to purchase the 
companies. The Western Union never counted 
this purchased stock among the company’s as- 
sets. The stock, Mr. Wilson suggested, was not 
retired—it was still living stock—and Dr. Green 
assented, 

With this explanation, Dr. Green said the West- 
ern Union pole lines amounted to 114,000 miles, 
and those “leased and controlled” to 30,000 miles. 
There was no part of the 114,000 miles of which 
the Western Union owned less than 95 per cent. 
With the same explanation, there stood on the 
books 348.817 miles of wire owned and 82,909 miles 
of wire “leased and controlled,” 

Q.--What amount of rental do you pay for 
lines? A.--The annual amount paid last year 
was $528,203 for rental of lines, $700,000 for two 
cables, $216.00 interest on stock of Gold and 
Stock Company, and $85,000 for the Cuba cable. 
The only other consideration for service of the 
kind was the sending of free messages. The 
number of free messages sent last year was 1,089,- 
806. Seven-eighths of the number were railroad 
messages. ‘The only absolutely free franks were 
tho-e given to prominent officers of the railroads, 
and those franks covered only family and per- 
sonal messages. The railroad business was nota 
free service. A valuable consideration ,was re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Gardner G. Hubbard expressed a desire to 
esk a question. Dr. Green, however, protested 
against being cross-questioned by persons whose 
only aim was to destroy the value of the Western 
Union Telegraph property. There was a person 
present, he said, who had instigated all sorts of 
proceedings against the Western Union, and had 
made it his boast that he had doneso. If ques- 
tions were to be asked, he preferred that they 
should be handed to the Chairman and asked by 
him. Senator Hill said Mr. Hubbard had made 
the subject a study, and expressed the opinion 
that if his questions were proper ones there 
should be no objection to answering thein. 

Mr. Hubbard asked if he had ever done any- 
thing to destroy the value of Western Union 

»roperty., Dr. Green replied that he believed 
Mr. Hubbard bad made misrepresentations in his 
aper and in his speech. Mr. Hubbard said he 
Bad explained that he was not sure of the sup- 
posed facts he had stated, and had only asked the 
cominittee to ascertain the truth. He had never 
atternpted to destroy the valueof Western Union 
property, and Dr. Green very well knew it. 

Dr. Green then stated in detail the amounts 
paid for each piece of telerraphic property cei 
chased by the Western Unton Company from 
185 to 1881. During the latter year the stock of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Company had been pur- 
chased for $8,400,000, and the stock and bonds of 
the American Union for $15,0U0,000. Stock of 
the Western Union was issued to pay these 
amounts, $23,400,0.10 in all. Previous to the pur- 
chase, the Western Union Company had been 
building lines year by year from its earnings, but 
without capitalizing the increase. These new 
companies were secured by anexchange of West- 
ern Union stock for their own by an exchange of 
stock at.a stipulated proportion. Before consum- 
mating the bargain, the Western Union Company 
said to the others: ‘“* You cannot, of course, 
expect to become sharers in our surplus of 
$17,000,000." It was decided then to capitalize and 
divide the surplus, which was done. In reply to 
inquiries by Senator Hill, Dr. Green said he could 
not tell how much it would have cost the 
Western Union Company to build the same 
amount of line which was secured by these pur- 
chases. He was not an expert builder. He would 
Bay. however, that the Western Union Company 
could not have kept pace with the demands of 
the public by building alone. The company had 
suspended stock dividends for four years and 

vut all its earnings into plant. The stockholders, 
tah thn would not longer submit to this. The 
committee adjourned till to-morrow, when Dr. 
Green's examination will be continued. 


THE RACE ISSUE IN VIRGINIA. 
MR. WISE DESCRIBES THE EFFORTS OF THE 
DEMOCRATS TO CAUSE STRIFE. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Congressman 
John S. Wise stated the issues of the Virginia 
cainpaigns, beginning with that of 1881. The 
truc issues were the public debt and the eleemosy- 
pury institutions of the State. The Funder Party 
sought to perpetuate the race issue. The Read- 
justers would have been fools to have sought to 
keep alive the race issue, depending as they did 
npon the colored vote for success. He filed sev- 
eral papers on the subject. Senator Vance en- 
tered his protest against the further progress of 
the course of the investigation. Mr. Wise was 


making a party speech. Mr. Wise said he pro- 
posed to show that the whites had brougnt on the 
Bmeute at Danville for political purposes, 
having despaired otherwise to win their 
contest. Continuing, Mr. Wise submitted 
further papers designed to show that the 
Funders set forth that their opponents were seek- 
ing to make the negroes the social equals of the 
whites, and that the Readjusters in their utter- 
ances declared that the only issue was the debt 
question, Representative “ Bourbons” had stated 
jn his presence repeatedly that unless they could 
revive the race issue they could not hope to win 
their contest. The race issuesubsided until May, 
Ja3. Then Gov. Cameron appointed two colored 
men members of the School Board of Richmond. 
The schoo! children numbered 17,500 whites to 
6,000 colored, This action was seized upon asa 
pretext for reviving theraceissue. Coming then 
to the last election for the Legislature, he said 
the Bourbons were by a large majority in favor 
of incorporating the color line in their platform. 
He read and submitted editorials in support of 
this statement. Two Democrats of Lynchburg, 
witness believed, induced the convention not to 
incorporate the color line into their written plat- 
form. In the canvass witness had preserved 
notes of his discussions with hisopponents. He 
asserted that from beginning to end they had 
sought, not to win colored votes, but to make 
the Coalition Party so odious to the ignorant 
whites as to make them band together against it. 
When witness went to Danville to speak local 
papers advised white men to stayaway. Danville 
and Pittsylvania were the most lawless com- 
munities in Virginia. Pittsylvania County and 
the adjoining county in North Carolina were 
alike in this. 

Senator Vance—That's a Republican county 
by a large majority, Sir. ‘ 

Witness-- Yes, and whenever there is a Repub- 
ican Majority there will be Bourbon sbot-guns, 

Senater Vance—Tbere will be a large number 
of convictions to tae penitentiary. 

W itness-- And crowds will go down before the 
mouths of Bourbon shot-guns. 

Senator Vance--I don’t kuow that there is any 
necessity for you to assail North Carolina here, 
Sir 

Witness—I allude to these matters with regret. 

Witness described crimes which he said had 
been commirted in and about Danville. He re- 
guarded theattempt to attribute the state of ex- 
citement preceding the riot to Sims's speech as a 
subterfuge. The excitement was due to thein- 
inflammatory publications and efforts which he 
had described, Witness submitted advertise- 
ments of tue “* hardware” dealers from whom the 
rioters of Nov. 3 obtained their arms, 
advertisements guns, pistols, and ammunition 
were inade to appear more prominently than 
anything clse.

MARSHALS AND EXAMINERS. 
EX-MARSHAL TURNER'S OPINION OF THE 
LATTER—GOV. MURRAY’S DISHONESTY. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—George Turner, 
ex-United States Marshal for the Southern and 
Middle Districts of Alabama, was examined to- 
day by the committee investigating the expenses 
of the Department of Justice. Mr. Turner said 
he had no confidence in the department. The 
Attorney-General, he asserted, had done many 
unjust things, but the witness believed that they 
were done under the malignant influence of small 
officials, headed by Mr. Brewster Cameron. In 
reference to the conduct of Examiners from the 


Department of Justice Mr. Turner said that in 
Alabama they had attempted to make capital for 
themselves and convict people whether guilty or 
innocent. The ex-Marshal denied the assertion 
of Examiner Ballin that a conspiracy had existed 
in Alabama for the removal of United States 
District Attorney Smith, in order that Mr. 
Turner might be appointed. He said that Mr. 
Ballin had no evidence that would lead to such 
an inference. Mr. Turner asserted that District 
Attorney Smith had not given general satisfac- 
tion to Republicans, and that they had asked the 
President and Attorney-General to nominate the 
witness for the position. The Examiner had 
gone into the State with the express purpose of 
“whitewashing” District Attorney Smith, and 
had refused to send to the department state- 
ments derogatory to him. Members of the 
Grand Jury were credited with informing Mr. 
Turner of the action of Examiner Ballin. 

Mr. George K, Chase, of New-York, formerly 
an Examiner of the Department of Justice, 
was examined in regard to his investigation of 
the official conduct of ex-Marshal Murray, of 
Kentucky, now Governorof Utah. The witness 
was of opinion that the ex-Marshal was totally 
unfit for the position he had held. Mr. Chase 
said that there hud been an arrangement between 
H. Devin, a Deputy, and Mr. Murray whereby 
there should be one case a day for alleged viola- 
tions of the internal revenue law. The Deputy, Mr. 
Chase testified, would go into a saloon, knowing 
that the owner had a license, and if it could not 
be; seen would ask where it was. “I 
guess you had better call at the Mar- 
shal's office, there’s an indictment against 
you,” Mr. {Devin is reported as gaying when 
informed by the saloon-keeper that his license 
was not in sight. The witness said that such 
cases would be finally dismissed, but each of 
them would cost the Government $10 or $15 be- 
fore they were disposed of. Marshal Murray 
afterward wanted to pay Devin a salary, Mr. 
Chase asserted, and the latter objected. Asa re- 
sultof the disagreement the arrangement was 
broken, and the Deputy informed the authorities 
of what had been done. Mr. Murray was report- 
ed to have denounced Devin and to have denied 
the Deputy’s statement that an arrangement 
existed between them for the express purpose of 
securing fees. Mr. Chase further testified that 
witness fees had been charged under Mr. Murray's 
administration when there bad been no witnesses, 
and that prisoners had been taken long distances 
that larger fees might be made. When the state- 
ment of the Deputy Marshal was made public 
the witness said that Mr. Murray made every ef- 
fort to sustain himself and called upon Gen. 
Grant for assistance. A letter from Attorney- 
General Taft was, however, sent to Marshal Mur- 
ray asking him to resign. He complied with the 
request, and Mr. Chase said the matter was 
dropped. 


THE FUNERAL OF DR. AMBLER. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The body of the 
late Passed Assistant Surgeon James M. Ambler, 
United States Navy, was conveyed from New- 
York on Saturday evening under the escort of 
Chief Engineer Melville, Surgeon Gravatt, Lieuts. 
Jacques, Danenhower, and Scheutze, and Passed 
Assistant Surgeons Harmon, Gaines, Rixey, and 
McClurg, and accompanied by his brother, Ed- 
ward Ambler. The party was joined at Balti- 
more on Sunday morning by representatives of 
the medico-chirurgical faculty of Maryland, 
University of Maryland, and Clinical Society of 


Baltimore. The body arrived in Washington 
yoreetay morning, and was met at the station

THE CURRENCY BILL PASSED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The Senate to- 
day resumed consideration of the Currency bill. 
Mr. George spoke in opposition to its passage. 
Mr. Vest’s amendment was rejected by a vote of 
86to14. Mr. Plumb then offered the following: 
“The organization of banks having a paid-up 
capital of $100,000 or less shall be permitted, on 
the deposit of not less than $10,000 of bonds of 
the United States, drawing not lessthan 4 per 


cent. interest.” Rejected bya viva voce vote. 

The question recurring upon the bill as modified 

by the amendment of Mr. Morrill, it was passed 

bya vote of 43 yeas to 2 nays. The bill, as 

passed, is as follows: 

A BILL to provide for the issue of circulating notes to 
national banking associations: 

te it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in_ Congress assem- 
bied, That unon any deposit, already or hereafter 
made, of any United States bonds, beuring interest in 
the manner required by law, any national banking 
association making the same shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from the Controller of the Currency circulating 
notes of different denominations, in blank, registered 
and countersigned as provided by iaw, not exceeding in 
the whole amount the par value of the bonds depos- 
ited; provided, that at no time shall the total amount 
of such notes issued to any such association exceed the 
amount at such time actually paid inof its capital 
stock; and that all laws and parts of laws fnconsisient 
with the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby * . 

Sec. 2. That the associations organized for the pur- 
pose of Issuing notes payatle in gold under the provi- 
sions of section 5,185 of the Revised S‘atutes of the 
United States upon the deposit of any United States 
bonds bearing interest with the Treasurer of the United 
ttates shall be entitled to receive circulating notes to 
the amount und in the manner prescribed in this act for 
other national banking associations, 

Sec, 3. That all laws and parts of Jaws of the United 
States inconsistent with the provisionsof this act be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

The Attorney-General has given an opinion to 
the Secretary of the Treasury in regard to the con- 
struction of the Tariffact of March 3, 1883, involving 


the duty on silk hats, silk bonnets, and hat trimmings, 
made wholly or tn part of silk, in which he holds that 
silk hats and silk bonnets sre dutiable at SO per cent. 
and silk hat trimmings at 20 per cent. A duty of 50 per 
cent. has heretofore been imposed on both classes.

SHERMAN ON THE FLAG. 


HIS SPEECH IN ST. LOUIS ON WASHINGTON’S 


BIRTHDAY. 
From the St. Louisa Republican, Feb. 23. 

Gen. Lyon Post, No. 2, lost by the fire of 
last Christmas Eve everything contained in their 
head-quarters. Amoug the things much prized, 
the flag of the post was destroyed. A number 
of ladies volunteered to replace it, and they 
completed a beautiful new banner in convenient 
time to make the presentation on the occasion of 
Washington's Birthday. There was a good 
attendance at Mercantile Library Hall last night, 
where the presentation was made by Gen. W. T. 
Sherman, his speech being as follows: 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: It is made my pleas- 
ant office this evening to transfer from the fair 
hands which have wrought it to the care and 
keeping of Gen. Lyon Post, No. 2, G. A. R., this 
beautiful banner, intended to replace the one de- 
stroyed by fire last December. It is, as you see, 
asimple staff surmounted by an eagle, to which 
are attached the 13 stripes of bunting. alternate 
red and white, representing the original] 13 States 
of our Umon, witha field of blue, on which are 
inserted 38 stars, representing the States which 
compose our present Nation. It is very beauti- 
ful, even here inthe dingy gas-light. More so 
when cast to the breeze in the sunlight from the 
dome of the Capitol, from the lofty flag-staff of 
some fort, or at the masthead of a frivate at sea; 
and still more soas you and I, Gen. Fletcher, 
have seen it in the sulphurous smoke of battle. 
But it is not of this I would speak to you now. 
The flag of our country is the emblem of nation- 
ality, typical of all that is good and grand and 
glorious in the human nature. It is the emblem 
of authority of peace and liberty the world over. 
It has for 100 roms been at the head of the col- 
umns which have swept across our continent 
and planted cities and towns and settlements 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, giving security 
and peace everywhere, making the desert to 
bloom as the rose and the wild prairies to wave 
with the most beautiful harvests. It has led our 
vessels upon the high seas, penetrating every 
bay and every part of the civilized and savage 
world, recognized everywhere as the banner of 
liberty and progress. It has been the ewgis of 
protection to the weak against the strong, and at 
this very moment of time it is feeding the bun- 
gry. clothing the naked, and sheltering the 

omeless, whose houses and possessions have been 
swept away by the mighty flood of the Ohio, 
leading in the grand cause of charity and not 
waiting till the cries of distress had become 
pitiable. Yes, my friends, we all have abund- 
ant reason to reverence and love the flag and 
members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public who have followed it in the giare of 
the scorching sun, by the moon’s pale beams, 
and by the lurid light of the blazing pine torch, 
and who nowintheir old age have dedicated 
their lives anew to acts of fraternity, loyalty, and 
charity. I am eure that every member will cheer- 
fully give his body asa shield to protect it, and 
if again it should be threatened by a foreign foe 
or by domestic treason a million sabres will 
spring from their scabbards and come to its aid 
like the cherubims and the flaming sword which 
the Lord posted at the gate of the Garden of 
Eden to keep the way of the Tree of Life. And 
finally, as the agent of the fair ladies whose nim- 
ble fingers have so gracefully prepared this flag, 
I commit it to the strong hands of the honored 
Commander of Gen. Lyon Post, No. 2, District 
of Missouri, Grand Army of the Republic, with 
absolute faith that it will be duly honored and 
protected; that it will go down another century, 
not a star obliterated, not a stripe dimmed, and 
that it will continue forthe future as it has in 
past, to be the emblem of liberty and law, of 
charity and good-will to man on earth.”

WITH NO DROP OF NEGRO BLOOD. 
From the Selma (Ala.) Times, Feb. 21. 

Mr. Isaac Frank, a white man who lives 
in the country five miles east of this city, was in- 
dicted by the last Grand Jury under the charge 
of living in unlawful wedlock with a negro wom- 
an. Thecase was set for trial yesterday. Mrs. 
Mary Ann Frank. wife of the accused, was pres- 
ent; also her alleged mother, Lucinda Weaver, 
colored. Lucinda was sworn, and put upon 


the witness-stand. Her testimony threw 
new light upon the case and caused a little 
flutter of excitement and surprise among those 
resent. Shespoke in astraightforward manner. 
Yotwithstanding Lucinda has always been known 
asthe motherof Mary, it turns out that the 
young woman’s parentage is purely white. Lu- 
cinda testified that she was not the mother of 
Mrs. Mary Frank and that Mrs. Frank was 
given to her when an infant 3 _ days 
old; that a prominent gentleman in South 
Carolina brought the young child and 
presented it to Lucinda, requesting that she 
raise itas herown. She stated further that the 
child was the illegitimate offspring of an aristo- 
cratic woman, and it was her brother who gave 
the infant to the old negress to shield his sister's 
reputation and conceal her shame. The old 
negress had brought her charge to Alabama, 
claiming her as a daughter, and the real truth of 
matters very — would never have been 
uncovered to the world but for Mary’s marriage 
toa white man and the indictment issued against 
him. Mrs. Frank, now grown into mature 
womanhood, has light, straight hair, a fair com- 
plexion, and clear blue eyes, and doesn’t bear 
the remotest trace of African blood. A number 
of gentlemen visited her yesterday morning, 
conversed with her, and decided that she was be- 
yond doubt a white woman, After Lucinda’s 
testimony was heard Solicitor Pitts agreed toa 
verdict of not guilty, and the happy twain de- 
parted in peace.

WHITE LABOR IN THE SOUTH. 
Washington Correspondence of the Richmond Dis- 
patch. 

I heard Col. Robert Beverly say to-day 
that all the laborers except two on his nine or 
ten farms in Virzinia are native white men, and 
that the results have been most satisfactory. 
This fact is worth more than any number of 
theories to show that Virginia is not altogether 


dependent on negro labor for cultivating the 
soil or rearing stock. A gentleman who was 
resent suggested that in a few years negro 
abor in tobacco factories will be superseded in 
a great measure by white labur. Subsequently I 
had a talk with South Carolinians and Georgians 
on the same _ hne, and “! spoke with en- 
thusiasm of the Southern white operatives in 
their cotton factories. Said a Georgian: ** The 
Eagle and Pheenix, at Columbus, in my State, is 
the finest equipred factory in the world. The 
machinery is all English, and it works 3,500 white 
hands. here is not a negro operative in it. 
They have first-class tenement-houses and are 
making money, not only for their employers but 
for themselves.”

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A FIGHT WITH A MADMAN. 


AN INSANE TRUCKMAN CUTS THROAT 


WITH A RAZOR. 

About a month ago friends of Edward 
Gillespie, of No. 24 Vestry-street, a ‘* boss” driver 
for Fairbanks, Martin & Co., dry goods importers, 
at No. 46 White-street, noticed that he was acting 
ina peculiar manner. Having doubts as to his 
sanity, they requested William E. Bird, another 
driver, to watch over him as much as possible 
and prevent him from doing any harm to 
himself. Yesterday morning Gillespie and Bird 
were carting goods all the morning from 
Pier No. 39 North River to the firm's store-house. 


At 2 o'clock both men were on their trucks at 
that pier, and Gillespie had part of a load on his 
truck. Bird offered to transfer it to his own 
truck and let Gillespie go home to his dinner, and 
the latter agreed to this. As Bird went toward 
Gillespie he saw a small stream of blood trickling 
down his neck. He asked what it was, and Gil- 
lespie jerked his hand from behind his back. 
Bird then saw he held an open and bloody razor 
in it. Before he could ao anything Gillespie, 
without saying a word, began hacking at his 
throat with it. Bird sprang upon him, and 
catching the arm in which he held the razor, 
attempted to wrest it from him. Gilles- 

ie, who was a large, powerful man, 
hrew his friend from him for a moment, and 
then there was a desperatestruggie between them 
for the possession of the weapon. They tumbled 
about on the truck, first one and then the other 
being ontop. The blood from Gillespie's wound 
made the floor slippery, and just as Bird had 
about succeeded in getting the razor, he fell and 
rolled off the truck to the ground. As he released 
his hold upon Gillespie the latter made a savage 
ass at him with the razor, but missed him. 
tird'’s rolling off the truck probably saved his 
life, for the insane man was furious at his inter- 
ference, 

As soon as he was free Gillespie began hack- 
ing at his throat agate, and finally severed 
his windpipe. He fell to the floor of the truck, 
and died ina very few moments. His body was 
removed in an ambulance to his home, where his 
wife was almost distracted. His neck, head, and 
chest were horribly mutilated, he having cut 
himself more than 20 times. He had nicked the 
razor until it resembled more the edge of a saw 
than anything else. Gillespie was strictly tem- 
perate, and up to within a month had beena 
genial, pleasant man.

GOOD PRICES FOR RARE COINS. 


THE FIRST DAY’S SALE OF THE WOOD ME- 
DALLIC COLLECTION, 

The sale of the medallic collection of 
Tsaac F. Wood, formerly librarian of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic and Archwological Soclety, 
began yesterday at the auction roomsof Bangs 
& Co., Nos. 7%9 and 741 Broadway. Mr. Wood has 
devoted 20 years to gathering this collec- 
tion, which comprises American and for- 
eign coins of all descriptions and many 
political and historical medals, and includes 
one of the best collections of Washington 


mementos ever made. Mr. Wood made the 
collection with the idea of one day bequeathing 
ittothe city. Necessity compelled him to re- 
linquish this idea, and then he tried in vain to 
sell it intact to sume institution. In the collec- 
tion isa very complete library of numismatical 
works, which will also be disposed of at public 
sale. The catalogue is very elahorate, and gives 
a terse description of the 2,871 lots offered at the 
sale, which will continue for four days. 

Among the collectors and dealers present yes- 
terday were Messrs. Frossard. Sampson, Young, 
Scott, and Low, of this city; Haseltine and Chap- 
man, of Philadelphia; Norells, of Springfield, 
Mass.; Belmanno, of Brooklyn, and Holton, of 
Manchester, England. These gentlemen represent- 
ed collectors in all parts of the world. The prices 
obtained were good, and the Washington medals 
ranged higher than for many years. Among for- 
eign coins, a Liberian two-cent piece, dato 1847, 
scold for $3 20, and a Dutch medal of the 
time of William and Mary brought $3 50. 
An African token of 1750 sold for $4 1l0Q.a 
sword dollar, 1567, for $8 and three Spanish 
medalets of the reign of Ferdinand VI. brought 
$9 2 apiece. A Washington cent of 1786, with 
the motto “ Non vi virtute vici," was bought by 
H. G. Sampson for $62, and the same dealer paid 
$20, $37 50, and $85 for cents of 1792, 1775, and the 
Washington cent of 1792. The Washington med- 
al with a view of the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence sold for $18 50; *“* Washington 
Before Boston™ for $11 25, and a brass military 
medal, with Latin inscription, was knocked down 
for $16. Mr. Sampson was the largest buyer. 
The total of the sales for the day was $1,038. 
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ASSAULTED BY THE STRIKERS. 

The Paterson silk ribbon manufacturers 
having announced that they would take their 
men back yesterday, most of the operatives re- 
turned to their looms. A committee of strikers, 
however, was stationed at the mills of Strange & 
Co. and Pelgram & Meyer to dissuade the men 
from returning to work. When the men insisted 


they were called “scabs” and a ‘* black list’’ was 
made of them, to be reported to the Weavers’ 
Union for action. Some of the men were assault- 
ed and two were knocked down. Some of the 
strikers’ committee also were roughly handled 
by the men who preferred to work. The police 
were summoned and they arrested four of the 
strikers in front of Pelgram & Meyer's mill for 
disorderly conduct and drove away the loungers 
from the vicinity of Strange & Co.'s mill. There 
were over 200 weavers at work during the day at 
these two mills, leaving only about 50 looms 
standing idle. The weavers at Dexter, Lambert 
& Co.’s mills, who at first objected to the strike 
pecause the strikers insisted upon lower wazes 
than were paid at their mills,and who havetwice 
returned to work, are out again, giving no reason 
for their action. lt has transpired that some of 
the most vociferous shouters at the strikers’ 
meetings have placed their looms in charge of 
their skillful and industrious wives, who bring 
home large wages fortnightly. while the men 
preserve their credit with their fellows for their 
courage in resisting the aggressions of the greedy 
capitalists.

HIDING LETTERS IN HIS SHOES. 

Charles L. Watson, a might clerk em- 
ployed in stamping the dates of arrival upon let- 
ters in the Post Office, was taken before United 
States Commissioner Shields, at 3 o'clock Sunday 
morning, charged with stealing valuable letters 
addressed to business men in various parts of the 
city. When confronted with proof of his guilt 


he confessed that during the past few weeks he 
had stolen and destroyed nearly 200 letters. For 
several weeks complaints have been received at 
the Post Office concerning missing letters, and 
Watson, who had been at work only six months, 
was suspected. Inspector Newcomb watched 
Watson for nearly a week, and at length dis- 
covered that while at work he slipped off and on 
a pair of shoes much too large for his feet. 
When Watson quit work Sunday morning In- 
spector Newcomb followed him to his closet and 
caught him with five letters in his shoes. Three 
of the letters contained money, one a postal or- 
der, and the other a check. wo were addressed 
to Funk & Wagnalls, publishers. The amount in 
any of the letters did not exceed $2. Watson's 
method of operation while at work was to drop 
thick letters or those which seemed valuable 
upon the floor, and, while no one was looking, 
transfer them to his shoes. When he changed 
his shoes in the closet the letters were slipped 
into his coat pocket. Letters containing money 
were taken home, while letters that held checks 
or postal-notes were destroyed. The prisoner 
was sent to Ludlow-Street Jail to await action 
by the Grand Jury. He is only 19 years of age.

THE COTTON EXCHANGE CORNER-STONE. 

The Building Committee of the Cotton 
Exchange yesterday placed in the corner-stone 
of the new building a sealed copper box contain- 
ing copies of the constitution and by-laws of the 
Exchange, lists of the officers from the year 1870 
to the present time, a roll of the members, a copy 


of the certificate of membership, the names of 
the Building Committee, the architect and the 
contraetors, copies of the plans and _ specifica- 
tions, and the principal daily ant weekly news- 
papers of the city, and a small box containing 
samples of the present grades of cotton, 
nine in number. The ceremonies were en- 
tirely informal, the only remarks being 
those of Mr. Walter T. Miller, the 
Chairman of the committee, who said: “ It is 
the wish of the Building Committee that this 
matter shall be carried out in as simple and quiet 
manner as possible, and it is accordingly so done.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi-

The House Committee on Shipping has 
decided, six to three, to report adversely 
the bill to admit foreign-built vessels to 
American registry. Two reports are tobe 
submitted, representing the views of the 
majority and the minority, and the House 
will have an opportunity to discuss the 
matter, but there is no hope of the pas- 
sage of the bill at this session. It is the 
only one that gives much promise for a 
revival of the American shipping trade, 
but those which propose to remove bur- 
dens and restrictions from the use of 
American vessels should be passed never- 
theless. Our builders and shipping mer- 
chants should have an opportunity at 
least to see what they can do. 


The unsafe policy of continuing to man- 
nfacture silver dollars which nobody wants 
at the rate of $28,000,000 a year has 
brought us to the verge of a disturbance 
of the currency. During the past 11 
months the banks have taken from the 
Sub-Treasury $146,344,000 in gold certifi- 
cates. But one-third of the current pay- 
ments of Customs dues at this port are in 
silver certificates. Thus, while the out- 
flowing stream is gold, the source of sup-

ing more serious than loose and waste- 
ful methods have been disclosed—or else 
the committee is not sharp enough to 
discover them. In either case the result 
of its labors can hardly justify the out- 
lay. 


The Rapid Transit Commission is pro- 
ceeding with its scheme of cable roads 
just as if there were nothing in the way 
of carrying it out. Yesterday it was de- 
cided that a company should: be formed 
under the title of the New-York Cable 
Railway Company, and the maximum 
rates of fare were fixed at five cents 
for all hours from 4 A. M. to midnight, 
and six cents at all other times. As the 
National Cable Railway Company claims 
to own all the patents that have been 
successfully applied to street cable rail- 
ways, and to have the exclusive right to 
their use east of the Rocky Mountains, 
the new company will probably be the 
old one in a new guise. When it is ready 
to begin work it is likely to encounter a 
variety of legal and other obstacles on 
many of the proposed lines. 


The investigation of the Senate commit- 
tee in regard to the performance of the 
duties of Captain of the Port and Harbor- 
masters since the 24th of May last tends 
to confirm the impression that the Gov- 
ernor’s information that they have been 
performed under the direction of the Dock 
Department of the city was purely myth- 
ical. Perhaps that explains the tartness 
with which he resented the respectful in- 
quiry of the Senate for the sources of’ 
his information. All the testimony thus 
far taken shows that the State officers 
have continued to- perform their du- 
ties precisely as before the law “was 
changed, but have received no fees 
or compensation, relying upon the.Legis- 
lature to grant them the pay provided for 
in the new iaw.

DEM OCRA TIC EMBARRASSMENTS. 


The recent meeting of the Democratic 
National Committee at Washington seems 
only to have added to the embarrassment 
of the party. For a year some of its 
ablest and most progressive men have 
been striving to prepare an issue for the 
Presidential canvass. That was the chief 
purpose of those who labored for the 
choice of Mr. CARLISLE as Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. He represented 
the cause of tariff reform, which only 
needed a compact organization behind it, 
with able leadership, to give the best prom- 
ise of success that the Democrats.could hope 
to have. There were too many in‘the par- 
ty who were eager for the spoils to make 
it possible to appropriate strength from 
the civil service reform movement. There 
was no hope of making a Democratic issue 
of that. The “great fraud” had become 
too antiquated and had too slight a hold 
on popular sympathy. 
only be made an issue with the “‘ old tick- 
et,” and that would interfere too much 
with the plans of new aspirants. If there 
was any issue in sight for the Democratic 
Party it was that of tariff reform, and 
many Democrats had the wit to see it. 

The plan of these men evidently was to 
rally the sentiment of the party on this 
subject, elect CARLISLE Speaker, introduce 
a scheme of moderate and reasonable re- 
vision, pledge the party to it even if it 
could not be carried to enactment, and so 
have something to stand by and fight for 
in the canvass. No doubt the sentiment 
of the party was fairly represented in the 
vote by which CARLISLE was elected, but 
the minority refuses to abide by the log- 
ical consequences. The Ways and Means 
Committee was made up in strict accord- 
ance with the original plan, and the pro- 
posed Tariff Revision bill has been pre- 
pared by its foreordained Chairman, Mr 
Morrison. The committee has been giving 
the subject a fair consideration, the first 
that it has received in recent times, 
but the embarrassment is making itself 
felt more and more. Mr. RANDALL and 
his followers have by no means accepted 
the election of CARLISLE as settling the 
party policy and making up the issue of 
the campaign. Neither has the National 
Committee. Mr. RANDALL, as head of the 
Appropriations Committee, is holding back 
the appropriation bills with the manifest 
purpose of making trouble. The Morrison 
bill is going to meet, and is already meet- 
ing, troublesome opposition from Demo- 
crats in Congress. The Republicans show 
no disposition to draw the fire of the tariff

reform Democrats by helping them with 
this bill, and the Democratic protectionists 
are relieving them from any party motive 
for such action by promising to spoil the 
movement of the most sagacious men of 
their party. 

The National Committee not only did 
nothing to help make an issue, but those | 
who had the courage to say anything at 
all threw cold water on the reform move- 
ment. The committee does not represent 
the sentiment of the mass of the party, 
but only the politicians of the several 
States. Those from Republican States and 
from small States have the same voice as 
those from Democratic States and large 
States, and it fails to give utterance to 
any general tendency of party sentiment, 
but so far as its members have expressed 
themselves it has been to discourage the 
tariff issue. They are opposed to the Mor- 
rison bill and in favor of keeping the 
question out of the canvass. This is a 
serious embarrassment for those who have 
been so long and laboriously preparing an 
issue for 1884. 

There is the same trouble in a new form 
whenever candidates are talked of. Those 
who have any title to consideration have 
a position on the tariff question. Noth- 
ing can be done with a reformer if there 
is no reform to work for, and if the 
majority cannot carry out their own 
plan they are not likely to give way 
and accept a leader from the number of 
their opponents. This opens the way for 


‘insignificant persons, who represent noth- 


ing whatever, to aspire to nominations. 


‘Even such an unsavory and maladroit in- 


dividual as Mayor HARRISON, of Chicago, 
is able to add to the embarrassments of 
the situation by laying ‘wires for a place 
on the ticket. 

It looks, after all the efforts of the past 


‘year, asif the party would drift into the 


canvass without any other platform than 
** turn the rascals out” and “‘ give the spoils 
to the victors.” This is unfortunate, not;| 
only for the Democrats, but for those Re-: 
publicans who wish to force their own 
party into good behavior. These latter 
would like to see the Democrats in a strong 
position in order that the Republicans 
may not be able to rely on Democratic 
blundering and imbecility and hope to win 
without reforming their methods or im- 
proving their platform. In short, it would 
be a wholesome state of things if it could 
be felt that whichever party wins the in- 
terests of the country will be tolerably 
safe in its hands for four years.

Certainly there is no reason why Con--; 
gress should undertake to discriminate | 
between the elements, and to put into | 
different categories moving accidents by 
fiood and moving accidents by field. When 
the resolution to relieve the sufferers by 
the floods of the Ohio was introduced and 
passed with only two or three dissenting 
voices,we might have been sure that some- 
thing would happen before long to show 
that some other region of the country | 
which was not blessed by this particular | 
appropriation ought to be irrigated by the | 
stream of public bounty. The hour has:! 
now come, and the man, the man being 
Senator Ransom. 

Everybody must feel sorry for the peo- 
ple who have been injured either by the 
floods of the Ohio or by the storms in the 
South. Everybody is at liberty to give his 
sorrow a pecuniary expression. But it is 
a trait of human nature that our sorrow 
for public calamities of this kind usually 
takes the form of a willingness that some- 
body else should translate it into relief. 
We all think that Mr. VANDERBILT and 
Mr. Astor and Mr. GOULD ought to do: 
something for the sufferers. Congress is, 
in the position of being able to assuage 
the sympathetic emotions of its members. 
at the expense of other people. When 
they feel that somebody ought to be as- 
sisted with money they have only to put 
their hands into the pockets of their fel- 
low-citizens and take out what they think:! 
will meet the exigencies of the case. 

This is an easy and alluring practice, 
but there is in it a dangerous facility. A 
flood which sweeps away men’s homes is | 
asad thing, and so is a hurricane which 
blows their cattle through the air and 
lodges them in the forks of inaccessible 
trees. But so is an earthquake, so is a 
conflagration, and so is a failure of crops. 
If there should be a drought next Sum- | 
mer which should destroy the wheat crop 
in several counties, or if the same dam- 
age should accrue from a visitation of the 
potato-bug or the, Colorado beetle or 
the seventeen-year locust, a case would 
be made out for the action of 
Congress precisely similar in kind 
to that of the floods in the West or the 
gales in the South and perhaps not less 
urgent in degree. Nevertheless, Congress 
ought not to act in any of these cases any 
more than the Directors of a bank ought 
to vote away the money of their stock- 
holders because their personal sympathies 
were excited. The fact that a man is giv- 
ing away his own money will generally 
secure him from an injurious prodigality 
on such an occasion. But when he is giv- 
ing away the money of other people, in- 
trusted to him for specific purposes of 
which public charity is not one, there is no 
effective check upon his generosity. In 
fact, itis not an act of charity that he is 
performing, but a simple breach of trust. 

Considering how frequent and large 
losses by flood have been, it is rather odd | 
that steps have not been taken to distrib- | 
ute these losses, not by usurpations of the 
Legislature, but by the much more ra- 
tional method of forming companies to 
insure against them. In some parts of 
the country losses by flood, and in other

are much more imminently liable to hap- 
pen than losses by fire. Every house- 
holder in such a region would be glad of 
the chance to insure himself against such 
a loss by asmall annual premium. The 
statistics are now attainable which would | 
show approximately what the risk is and 
at what rate it would be prudent for an 
underwriter to assume the risk. This 
would be amuch more respectable way 
of reducing the risk than waiting until 
the calamity has happened, and then ask- | 
ing Congress to relieve you with the pub- 
lic money.

A PROFOUND CRITICISM. 


An esteemed contemporary prints an. 
able letter on church architecture from an 
American now traveling in Europe. The 
writer says: ‘“‘I have seen no building that 
would, in my opinion, be as suitable for 
our large Sunday morning audience and 
our simple Congregational service as is 
one church building at home in Brooklyn. 
The great churches here are dark and cold. 
* * After so many cold and dimly 
lighted churches it was a great pleasure 
to find, as we did at Geneva and here last 
Sunday, an American chapel bright and 
cheerful.” A more exhaustive and pro- 
found criticism than this of the great Eu- 
ropean cathedrals it would be difficult to | 
find. | 

It must be conceded that the great | 
churches of Europe are immensely inferior 
to the meeting-houses of Brooklyn in the | 
accommodations which they offer to an | 
audience. They are so large that the voice | 
of a preacher*could not be heard in the 
middle of the church, not to speak of the | 
free pews for poor people near the door. 
What is worse, they have no _ pews. 
The luxurious American pew, with its 
broad, cushioned seat and sloping back, 
reminding one of a well-appointed Pull- 
man car, is represented by nothing better 
than wretched cane-bottom chairs. No 
audience could sit on these chairs and 
listen comfortably to a sermon an hour | 
long on some topic of the day, or to a 
lecture by a returned missionary with 
real idols. Then, too, the European church 
is never warmed by furnaces, for which 
reason the European lady cannot safely lay 
aside her wraps and exhibit. her new dress. 
Indeed, the dim religious light of sucha 
cathedral as that of Amiens renders it im- | 
possible for a well-dressed audience to ex- 
hibit itself to any advantage. It is the 
simple truth that the European churches 
are entirely unsuited toa ‘large Sunday 
morning” Brooklyn audience, and they 
show how much inferior in real progress 
Europe is to America. 

It does not follow, however, that the 
European churches should be torn down. 
Although a Gothic.cathedral could never 
be made as useful and beautiful as a mod-

MR. GOODWIN. 

Mr. N. C. Goodwin, who is well known 
and well liked here, was seen last night,.at the 
Fourteenth-Street Theatre, in a new piece, called 
* Warranted,” which, it is announced, was writ- 
ten by the author of a popular farce, **The Guv’- 
nor.” Mr. Goodwin repeated also his burlesque 
imitation of Mr. Irving's Mathias. On the whole, 
Mr. Goodwin—who is a singularly good mimic— 
was more effective in the burlesque than in the 
farce.

BY HER HUSBAND| 


A CONNECTICUT FARM-HOUSE CON- 
VERTED INTO A PRISON. 
RELEASED FROM HER CELL TO LOOK INTO 
THE COFFIN OF THE .HUSBAND WHO 
KEPT HER THIRTY YEARS A PRISONER. 

NeEw-HAvVEN, Feb. 25.—The gossips of the 
Naugatuck \ alley are just now reveling in what 
is to them a delicious bit of news. Two weeks 
ago Nelson Hinman, for a quarter of a century a 
resident of the borough of Shelton, went the way 
of all flesh. That is to say, he died. It wasn’t 
his death that set the gossips agog, but what fol- 
lowed it, and the incidental bringing out of the 
story of his life. Nelson Hinman was never 
a popular man, either when a resident of 
Birmingham, in his carly life, or when, 
later, he lived in Shelton. His home was a 
two-story wooden house situated down near the 
banks of the Housatonic River, having as a dis- 
tinguishing characteristic a window in the upper 
story made secure by iron bars, like those of a 
prison. Behind these bars, shut out from the 
world, has lived for 30 years past Nelson Hin- 
man’s wife. During all those years she has been 
partially insane, never violent, so her daughter, 
who had lived with her, says, and so also say her 
neighbors. With the death of her husband there 
came to Mrs. Hinman her first release from her 
prison. Itis the cause of the imprisonment of 
the wife about which the gossips in that section 
are now engaved in talking. 

Nelson Hinman was commonly known as 
“Nelse” by every one within the sound of the 
roaring Ousatonic dam. The older people spoke 
of him living and spoke of him dead as close, 
penurious, and forbidding. He had but one 

ride. That was his long, flowing, milk-white 
eard, flowing and always carefully tended. It 
was his pleasure to stroke and pat it affectionate- 
ly as it rested against his clothes, which were 
fashioned when many of Birmingham's now mid- 
dle-aged men were boys in knickerbockers. Hin- 
man never had but two_long-continued and 
serious attacks of illness. The first was about 20 
years ago. ‘Then, for 30 days, suffering from 
some heart trouble, he lay in his bedroom on the 
ground floor of the building, almost absolutely 
motioniess. He had a homeopathic physician 
anda nurse. The physician visited him daily, 
prescribed when_he thought it necessary, and 
went his way. The nurse noticed that Hinman 
did not use the doctor’s prescriptions, but, in- 
stead, took medicine of his own concocting. 

* Why do you hire a doctor and pay no atten- 
tion to his directions, and refuse to take his pre- 
scriptions ?” asked the nurse. 

1 don’t want none of his prescriptions,” 
gruffiy answered the sick man. “ You give me 
what [ tell you, ask no questions, and tell no 
tales.” 


* Shall T tell the doctor to stop coming ?” per- | 


sisted the nurse. 

* No, no; he must come. If I should die and 
there wasn't any doctor, people would say, * Old 
Nelse Hinman died because he was too d— mean 
to hire a doctor.’ I can atford to ao as I want to, 
and I will.” 

And he did. So also he had his way in his sec- 
ond and fatal iliness. Some two weeks before his 
death he called in Joseph Tomlinson, town clerk 
of Huntington, and had his will drawn up. That 
will was a very curious document. In it he pro- 
vided that his insane wife should be well cared 
for as long as she lived, and gg a wish that 
she be placed in the retreat for the insane at 
Middietown. He had two daughters, one Cy- 
thera, unmarried, who had lived with him, and to 
whom he willed the use of his property as long as 
she lived. The otherand younger daughter is the 
wife of Mr. E. H. Lewis, of Naugatuck. To both 
of the daughters he left an income of $100 a year. 
The will provided that on the death of the heirs. 
the entire estate, valued at between $25,000 to 
$50,000, shou!d revert to the Middletown Insane 
Asylum. This disposition naturally annoyed the 
daughters, who have taken steps to contest the 
will. The ground on which this contest will be 
made is that Hinman was not in his right mind 
when the will was drawn. One peculiar incident 
will playa part in the contest. 

Shortly after Hinman was taken ill one of the 
Deacons of the Congregational Church went 
down to visit the sick man. He deemed it his 
duty to offer to Hinman such religious consola- 
tion as he had at his command and also to pray 
with him. Hinman didn’t like the Deacon. He 
informed the would-be missionary of this fact in 
language much more forcible than polite, and 
the Deacon left the house after Hinman had 
hurled forth various animated stories he had 
heard of the Deacon’sshortcomings. The Deacon, 

ta church prayer-meeting, told bow he had 
been received at Hinman’s. Town Clerk Tomlin- 
s0n appeared as an apologist for Hinman, with 
the explanation that he was crazy and that he 
had been virtually irresponsible for some time 
previous to his refusal to receive spiritual food 
trom Birmingham’s good Deacon. A week or 
two after this same Town Clerk Tomlinson drew 
up the will which is now to be contested. 

“ How’s Nelse Hinman’s will going to stand 
afore the law when you drew it up after you 
said he was crazy when you tried to explain the 
way he treated the Deacon ?” asked an inquisi- 
tive Birmingham gossip. 

Town Clerk Tomlinson thought a moment, 
shook his head, started to answer, thought again, 
and gave it up. 

“ Was Nelse Hinman crazy when he first made 
his wife a prisoner ?”’ an old resident of the town 
was asked by THE TIMES’s correspondent. 

“ Crazy * No; he was crazy mad, that's all.” 

*“Why did he lock his wife up for 30 years; 
was she crazy 7?” 

* Don’task me. Try somebody else.” 

There was an air of mystery whenever the 
subject was broached. Those who knew Hinman 
best agreed on general principles that there 
must have been something wrong. No one could 
tell just what it was. jirmingham’s middle- 
aged men remembered Nelse Hinman’s house in 
Birmingham with its barricaded window. Every 
one in the vicinity of Shelton had heard of a 
like barricaded window in the house he died in. 
That there was “a crazy woman behind the 
bars” every one said. That was all. Hints have 
been rife for years that Mrs. Hinman was not 
crazy when she was first put behind the bars by 
her husband. 

So nearly as can be ascertained, there was some 
foundation for these intimations. The trouble 
between Hinman and his wife arose when Mrs. 
Hinman was cneceinte. Hinman was terribly 
jealous of her. He had noticed that other gen- 
tlemen sought and enjoyed her company. “he 
was a woman of much education and refine- 
ment, and had been a school teacher in Birming- 
bam before Hinman married her. Her reputa- 
tion had always been of the purest and best. 
When her husband in a moment of anger 
allowed his jealousy to get the better of his 
reason and upbraided her, it shocked the poor 
woman so that ever after her mind was some- 
what unsettled, her reason partially dethroned. 

After her child was born and she regained her 
strength she was locked in her room by her hus- 
band, and thus for 30 years has lived. er eldest 
daughter was her only visitor, for she would 
never allow her husband to cross the threshold 
of herroom. At first, so the gossips say, Hin- 
man took revenge on her for her refusal to see 
him oy declining to allow her child tu go to her. 
It is also stated that he was in the habit of taking 
this child out into the yard, and there in plain 
sight of the mother punishing her. At times he 
would tie the child to a post in the yard and 
leave it hungry to cry itself to sleep within 
sight and hearing of the imprisoned mother. A 
neighbor’s child was once scolded roundly by 
Hinman for sharing its cake with the sufferin 
little one, so says one who had for years live: 
near the Hinmans and witnessed these and other 
punishments infiicted upon the child forthe pur- 
pose of wounding the mother. 

As time passed on Hinman became less crnel 
to his wife and child. He provided for the 
former plentifully and well when he found that 
she was not “crazy, ‘cause she was obstinate,” as 
be once explained her ailment to an associate. 
When Hinman would be at work in his garden 
she would lower a little bag through the iron 
bars of her window in which he would send up 
fruit to her cell. This was as close to holding 
communication with him as she came for years. 
And there wasasingular thing about the way 
she treated these gifts. ‘Tucked about in the cor- 
ners of her room und wherever she could find for 
them a lodging place were found hundreds of 
little bags coutaining all the sceds she had saved 
from the fruit she ate, a collection aggregating 
bushels in quantity. 

Since Hinman’s death Mrs. Hinman has been 
out of her room on several oecasions. The first 
was just before the funeral services of her hus- 
band were held. Then coming out of her room 
she looked over the bannister of the stairs down 
into the hali where the cold, stern features of 
her tyrannical husband jooked up from his coffin. 
A cynical smile, almost the look of exuitation, 
swept over the haggard features of the once 
beautiful belle of Birmingham, and then, with- 
out a word, she returned to her room, and in 
silence looked for hours out through the grated 
window at the long stretch of snow and ice 
fringing the rushing Housatonic. She seemed 
content; for the first time in three decades quite 
at peace with herself. 

There is little hope that the wretched wife, 
now an old woman of over 60 years, can ever be 
restored to reason, and in all probability, despite 
treatment which is promised, she will aie as she 
has lived, a prisoner in her own room.

FAVORING SPRING ELECTIONS. 


YOUNG DEMOCRATS APPROVING. ALSO THE 
THE ROOSEVELT BILL. 

At a meeting of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club last evening a committee reported 
the draft of a bill to be introduced into the Leg- 
islature providing for holding municipal elec- 
tionsin the Spring.

When 
we compare the Third Republic and the 
attitude under it with the First Republic, an 
that with the attitudefunder Louis XIV., we 
shall find that there has been an evident prog- 
ress. Romanism is rootedin the centuries, but 
it is not the power it was. The people of France 
are seeing that Papacy has not done much for 
their country. Whatever there is now tn Koman- 
ism comes from the momentum of unthinkin 
habit. Thousands of children of parents who cal! 
themselves Roman Catholics are being educated 
in the Protestant schools. The inevitable reac- 
tion of the mind from a doubted faith is no faith, 
but the people of France are not slumbering in 
indifference.

NEWS FROM COLOMBIA, EQUADOR, PERU,

PANAMA, Feb. 16.—Congress assembled in 
Bogota on the Ist inst.. and, after scrutinizing 
the votes, declared Dr. Rafael Nufiez President 
of the republic for the term which commences 
April next. 

The West India and Panama Telegraph Com- 
pany and the Central and South American Tele- 
graph Company are competing for cable work 
from the isthmus to the United States and Eu- 
rope, a circumstance which has led to a reduc- 
tion of about 33 per cent. in former rates.

SHOT BY A DRUNKEN LOVER 


HIS ANSWER TO A REFUSAL TO 
MARRY HIM. 

THOUGH DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED A PLUCKY 

TRISH GIRL CONCEALS HER INJURY TO 


AVOID A SCANDAL. 

Mr. Myer Hecht, a dealer in artificial 
flowers at No. 605 Broadway, went into the break- 
fast-room of his flat on the second floor of tho 
brown-stone house at No, 315 East Fifty-seventh- 
street, yesterday morning, shortly after7 o'clock, 
expecting to find there his little daughter, l year 
old, with her nurse, Kate McDonnell, @ blue- 
eyed, brown-baired Irish girl. They were not to 
be scen, and, going to the servant's room, Mr. 
Hecht found her in bed, pale and hardly able to 
speak. The baby was in her cot near the bed, 
The girl beckoned to him and said faintly: “ I'm 
sick; I cannot get up.” and then added: 
*“)'m shot. I was shot last night.” Mr, 
Hecht saw that some ciothes which cov- 
ered her leit breast were stiff with 


coagulated blood. All the girl couid say, in an- 
ewer to Mr. Hecht's questions, was that at 10 
o'clock on Sunday night, while at the stoop of 
the house, she was shotjby a man that she would 
not name. A physician was called in and he 
found a pistol-shot wound above the beart. It 
was thought that the ball had touched the peri- 
cardium. He did not consider the wound fatal 
unless compiications arose. 

Mr. Hecht made another attempt to get the 
name of the girl’s assailant, and failing, reported 
the matter to Capt. Mount, of the Nineteenth 
Precinct, who detailed Detectives Shelly and 
Cuft on the case. They came to the wounded 
girl’s bedside at 8 o'clock, and she, after much 
coaxing, said that she was shot by Dennis Hen- 
nelly, a groom, who had courted her against the 
wishes of her relatives for several years. Sun- 
day was her evening out, and, after visiting a rel- 
htive, she met him near her employer's resi- 
dence and be walked the 
high stoop of her home. He was in 
liquor, and excited over a quarrel he had 
had with three cf her brothers last week. He re- 
minded her of her promise to marry him, and 
urged her to do sc before Lent. Sherefused, and 
he drew a pistol, shot her, and fled. The janitor 
of the bouse and the family of Mr. J. L. Haines, 
op the first floor, heard the report and went to 
the door. The girl was standing onthe front 
stoop, and the janitor saw the mee of Hennelly 
disappearing in the distance. {e asked the girl 
what the matter was, and she repiied nothing. 
She did not feel weak, and desiring to avoida 
scandal, she went into the house immediately. 
She met Mrs. Hecht, and talked with her about 
the child, and then went to her room and retired. 
The girl certainly has wonderful pluck and cour- 
age. for Mrs. Hecht says that there was nothing 
in her manner to indicate that anything unusual 
had happened. During the night she became 
very weak, and just before Mr. Hecht found her, 
ehe called for his wife, but her voice was so faint 
that she was not heard. When the detectives lett 
to look for Hennelly the girl was taken to the 
Roosevelt Hospitai. 

The officers learned that Hennelly lef the serv- 
fce of Mr. M. W. Wall, of No. 4 East Fifty-fourth- 
street, on Friday, and that he lodged at No. 943 
Sixth-avenue. He went there to breakfast and 
changed his coat. He was traced to various 
places, and at il o’clock was arrested while he 
was throwing dice and drinking in a Jiquor store 
at Fifty-ninth-strect and First-avenue. He was 
under the intinence of liquor and he admitted 


with ier «to 


that he shot the girl, intending to kill her, but, 


believing that she was only slightly injured, he 
went to the neighborhood in which she lived to 
Jearn precisely how she was wounded. Hennelly 
was arraigned before Justice Murray, in the 
Yorkville Police Court, and remanded to await 
the result of her injuries. He had not recovered 
from his debauch when a reporter of THE TIMES 
visited him in his cellin the East Fifty-seventh- 
street prison. He> spoke freely about himself 
and the attempt to murder his sweetheart. He 
jsa good-looking. stalwart fellow, 26 years old, 
and he was torn in County Mayo. He first saw 
Kate McDonnell on New Year's Day, 180, at 
Ballinrobe. He was then friendly with one of 
her five brothers, who are nowin America. In 
March she, her brother Peter, and he were passen- 
gers on the steum-ship Spain. 

Hennelly found employment bere, and Kate 
promised to marry him. Finally he got a job in 
an iron foundry at Braddock’s Field, Allegheny 
County, Penn. When he returned to this city he 
found his betrothed wavering because of the op- 
position of an uncle and her brothers to the 
match. They said that Hennelly was a drunk- 
ard and not a fit man to marry her. Hennelly 
thought he had overcome the opposition of 
Kate's relatives, and went to work at the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad freight-house in New-Jersey. 
In the Winter of 1422 be was engaged as 
coachman by Mr. 8. Bachman, of 
East Sixty-sccond-strect. He left his serv- 
ice and was engaged by Mr. Wall 
last November. All this time he _ had 
great trouble with Kate and her relatives. They 
threatened him when they met him, and coaxed 
and begyged the girl to give him up. She at one 
time said that she would keep her promise to 
him, and at another that sbe would discard him.

her a wedding ring and she named a day for their 
marriage and took the ring to look atit. At

THE CLEARING-HOUSE BALANCES. 


THE SUP-TREASURY PAYING OUT GOLD 
AND GETTING RACK SILVER. 

The question as to whether the Govern- 
ment will be compelled to pay its Clearing- 
house balances in silver, instead of gold, is now 
a live topic of conversation among pbankers. 
No official action whatover has been taken in the 
matter. The Government has made no proposi- 
tion to the New-York Ciearing-bouse Associa- 
tion, and ths officers of the last named institu- 
tion have not formally considered the subject. 
Assistant United States Treasurer Acton has 
talked the matter over unofficially with Man- 
ager Camp and other persons, and the discussion 


has extended rapidly, because most bankers feel 
that some radical change must follow the con- 
tinued enforcement of the Silver Coinage act of 
Feb. 28, 1878. 

The daily balances paid by the Sub-Treasury 
to the Clearing-house in gold certificates from 
March 1, 1883, to Feb. 1, 1854, aggregated as fol- 
lows: March, $12,627,000; April, $14,249,000; May, 
$17.707,000; June, $12,747,000; July, $14,139,000; 
August, $12,199,000; September, $15,966,000; Oc- 
tober, $13,079,000; November, $16,237,000; Decem- 
ber, $17,237,000. and January, $21,456,000; total, 
$167,643,000. During the same period the Sub- 
Treasury received from banks, in gold and gold 
certificates, $21,299,000 in exchange for silver cer- 
tificates, which, it is supposed, were designed for 
shipment West and South. Subtracting this 
amount, it is ascertained that the excess paid the 
banks in gold certificates during the 11 months 
was $146,544,000. ** Can such enormous payments 
exclusively in gold be kept up if the Goyern- 
ment continues to coin two millions of standard 
silver dollars each month 7” asked the President of 
one of the national banks in this — yesterday. 
“1 donot want my name mentioned, but I am 
decidediy of the opinion that they cannot. 
These silver dollars and the certificates which 
represent them are a legal tender. The Govern- 
ment is constantly receiving silver certificates in 
payment tor duties on imports, and certainly 
what the Government receives as the equivalent 
of gold the Government will soon have to pay 
out as gold.” 

The act passed by Congress, and approved July 
12, 1882, authorizing the issuing of gold certifi- 
cates provides as follows: 

“And such certilicates, as also silver certificates, 
when held by any national banking association, shall 
be counted as part of its Inwful reserve, and no na- 
tional banking association shall be a member of any 
Cleuring-house in which such certificates shali not be 
receivable in the settiement of clearing-house bal- 
ances. 

No question is raised by the members of the 
Clearing-house Association as to the right of the 
Government to settle its balances in silver. It is 
expected that 30 days’ notice of any contem- 
plated change will be given, Conditions have 
changed materially, however, since the agree- 
ment between the Clearing-house and the Sub- 
Treasury was made, and doubts have been ex- 
pressed as to whether Secretary Folger would 
consider himseif bound by an agreement entered 
into by Secretary Sherman under different finan- 
cial circumstances. Manager Camp was asked 
yesterday whether any meeting of the Clearing- 
nouse Association had been held to consider this 
subject. His answer was: * No meeting or con- 
ference of any kind has been held.” 

“Do you think that it will become necessary 
forthe Government to pay the Clearing-house 
in silver?’ asked the reporter. 

“ Should the coinage of standard silver dollars 
be stopped at once,’ answered Mr. Camp, “I 
think the country could readily absorb the out- 
standing silver certificates. If the silver coinage 
is permitted to go on, there is no telling what 
may happen.” 

Assistant Treasurer Acton stated that he had 
received no communication from the Treusury 
Department on this subject. All that he had 
said regarding the payment of Clearing-house 
balances in suver had been in the way of privat 
conversation. “ Well, Mr. Acton,” asked the re- 
wise “assuming that the payment of Clearing- 

10u8e balances in silver is threatened, how can 
it be averted 7” 

“ By stopping the coinage of the standard sil- 
ver dollar,” was the prompt reply. 

Figures in the Assistant Treasurer's office show 
that silver certificates constituted about one- 
third or one-fourth of the daily receipts for Cus- 
toms duties at this port. The Customs receipts for 
four days last week were us follows: Tuesday 
total, $304,000; silver certificates, $63,000; Wednes- 
day, total, $512,000; silver certificates, $127,000; 
Thursday, total, $325,000; silver certificates, 
$76,000, and Saturday, total, $405,000; silver cer- 
tificates, $140.00. While these silver certificates 
are constantly accumulating the Sub-Treasury 
is paying out gold certificates to the banks in the 
Clearing-house Association.

RAPID TRANSIT HOURS AND FARES.

THE COMPANY NAMED AND GENERAL REGU- 
LATIONS ADOPTED, 
Ata meeting of the Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners yesterday it was decided that the 


pose of constructing, maintaining, and operating 
the new lines of surface and elevated railways 
should be named ** The New-York Cable Railway 
Company.” It was also decided to “flix, and 
determine the maximum rates to be paid for 


transportation and conveyance over such rail- 
ways, and the hours during which special cars or 
trains shall be run at reduced rates of fare, as 
follows: 

“ First—The maximum rate forthe transportation and 
conveyance of one person over such railway or rail- 
ways for any distance south of the Hurlena Kiver shall 
be 6 cents. 

** Second—The hours during which specia! cars or trains 
shall be run on such railway or railwuys at reduced 
rates of fare from any point south of the Harlem Kiver 
shall be from 4 A.M.to 12 o’clock midnight of each 
day, and the reduced rate during such bours slall be, 
for the transportation and conveyance of one person 
for “any distance over such railway or railways, 
5 cents, and the said company = shail be 
authorized = and allowed to charge «and col- 
lect fares as hereinbefore set forth at no higher rate or 
rates. For one fare one person shall be entitled to 
make & continuous trip between two points on anr 
two connecting or intersécting routes, receiving such 
transfer tickets as the rules and regulations of the com- 
pany to be formed shall provide for, it being the inten- 
tion that the payment of one fare shall entitle the per- 
son paying to ride the entire lergth of any of the 
northerly and southerly railways so. of the Harlem 
River, and upon a continucus trip to the length of or 
to any point onany railway imiersecting or branching 
from said northerly and southerly railways.”

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NATURE OF THE MEETING AT KEL- 
LYS EXPOSED. 
BROTHER-IN-LAW WOOD TELLS THE COM- 
MITTEE ABOUT IT—UNDER SHERIFF STz- 
VENS BEFOR& THE INVESTIGATORS, 

Tha. meeting at John Kelly’s was again 
the subject of investigation by the special com- 
mittee of the Assembly yesterday, Col. E. 'T. 
Wood, Mayor Edson’s brother-in-law, being the 
witness subjected to examination. Col. Wood 
professed himself willing to teil all that he knew 
of the mecting, and he certainly seemed to re- 
member more about it than any witness who had 
been examined previously. In answer to ques- 
tions by Mr. Miller, of counsel to the committee, 
Col. Wood said that he held no official position, 
but had been engaged by the Corporation Coun- 
sel since last May to do certain work for which 
he had received his pay from the City. 

“ You are Mayor Edson's brother-in-law, are 
you not ?” asked Chairman Roosevelt. 

“ Yes, I am the Mayor's brother-in-law, but 
that, unfortunately, is not a constitutional 
office,” was the prompt answer, which elicited a 
burst of laughter from the committee and spec- 
tators. 

Col. Wood said that he was present .at the 
meeting in Mr. Kelly’s house just previous to 
the nomination and election of Mayor Edson. 


The other persons present as he remembered 
were Gen. Spinola, Mr. Croker, Fire Commis- 
sioner Gorman, Police Commissioner Nichols, 
Mr. Kelly, Mr. Haskin, and Mr. Edson. All the 
gentiemen except Mr. Edson were members of a 
sub-committee of the Tammany Hall conference 
committee. ** We went to Mr. Kelly’s,” said the 
witness, “‘in order to make these gentlemen 
acquainted with Mr. Edson. None of them, 
noteven Mr. Kelly, knew him well personally, 
and some of them had never even seen him. 
was asked to take him to the house on this 
evening in order to introduce him, so that they 
might Enow the man whom they were talking 
about nominating. That was the single purpose 
of the meeting, and it was accomplished to the 
satisfaction of all who participated in it.” 

* Was there any_talk at the meeting.” asked 
Mr. Miller, “in reference to any appointments 
which Mr. Edson would make provided he were 
nominated and elected Mayor?” 


* There was no definite conversation in regard. 


to the appointment of any particular man or 
men, so far as I heard, an I am sure that I 
would have heard it if there had been. We were 
all gentlemen together, sitting around a room, 
as you are doing now. and there was a general 
discussion about the situation, and the necessity 
of union in order to carry the election. I think 
there wassome kind of an informal reference 
made ina laughing manner to the offices held 
by Tammany Hall men that would become va- 
cant during the next term of the Mayoralty, but 
nothing in the shape of a pledge or prom- 
ise by Mr. Edson was either asked 
for or given. I heard nothing said of 
the reappointment of Commissioner Nichols, 
and the fact that a Fire Commissionership would 
become vacant was noteven alluded to, A jok- 
ing remark was made to the effect that the terms 
of some of the gentlemen present would expire 
soon, andthat wasall there was to it, It was 
not addressed to Mr. Edson personally, and he 
took no notice of it. In fact, he acted in a most 
dignified manner throughout the meeting.”

Col Wood was asked if anything had been said 
at the meeting to the effect that the conference 
should be kepta secret. He answered that when 
the gentlemen were about to separate Gen. 
Spinola calledthem around him and suggested 
that the press would be liable to misrepresent the 
motives of the meeting if the fact of its having 
been held were made public, and on this ground 
he thought that it should be regarded as a secret 
caucus. The witness certainly understood that 
each gentleman present pledged himself never to 
speak about it after leaving the house. Col. 
Wood added that on the tollowing day, after the 
nomination of Mr. Edson bad been agrecd on, a 
telegram was received from him stating that he 
could not sacrifice his business interests by ac- 
cepting it. John Kelly was very much grieved 
about this, and sent the witness post haste down 
town to see Edson and induce him to accept the 
nomination. “I was authorized to tell him at 
this time,” said the witness, “ that Tammany 
Hall wanted nothing of 
should do his whole duty if elected.’ 

‘To Mr. Roosevelt Col. Wood said that the rela- 
tions between Mr. Edson and John Kelly were 
certainty friendly at the time of the nomination

They needed repairing. He offered to take the 
inembers of the committee up there and show 
them. He did not approve of the method of the 
department. Its employes did from one-eighth 
to one-sixth as much work as men working ona 
contract would, “Under contract.” he said, 
“sewers go down like lightning.”” He did not 
know whether the department employed 
lazy men or they’ became lazy in the 
department. They were certainly lazy any- 
how. <As to sidewalks on St. Nicholas- 
avenue, ‘when crossing One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth-street, two weeks ago, he lost his 
overshoes in the mud, and when he went after 
them he came near having his boots pulled off his 
feet.

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THE HARBOR-MASTER INQUIRY. 

The State Senate Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation resumed the Harbor- 
master investigation at the Maritime Ex- 
change yesterday morning. Only Senators 
Fassett, Robb, and Coggeshall were present. 
Capt. James McCartney, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Baths, was asked to whom he applied for the 
location of his baths, and answered: ** The Com- 
missioner of Public Works makes application to 
the Dock Department for a suitable location, and 


to the Harbor-masters to have the dock prepared 
for the mooring of the bath, butin caseof ob- 
structions [am instructed to apply to the Har- 
bor-masters for their removal.” 

Capt. J. L. Proseus, a Harbor-master appointed 
by Gov. Dix. since holding over, said that he had 
received applications and berthed 2,106 vessels in 
his district since May 24, 1883. Capt. Al'en, an- 
other member of the board, testified that though 
a resident of New-York, his home was in Peters- 
burg, Rensselaer County, where he voted. Since 
Oct. 1, 1888, he had not been actively employed. 
Senator Robb asked “ Why?” to which Capt. 
Allen emphatically answered: ‘* Because I want 
to get a living, and you know as well as I do that 
we don’t get any pay for doing our duty, and I 
have gone into something else.” 

Senator Robb then inquired:

AN ANSWER TO COL. WINCHESTER.

WHAT COL. CLARK HAS TO SAY AS TO 
UNIFORMED VETERANS. 

Col. Emmons Clark, of the Seventh Reg- 
iment, has answered the letter written him a few 
days ago by L. W. Winchester, President of the 
Seventh Regiment Veteran Association. Col. 
Clark says that in May, 1875, a committee of the 
Board of Officers of the Seventh Regiment offi- 
cially called the attention of the Uniformed Vet- 
eran Corps to the injury done to the regiment 
by the existence of such a corps, and “* from that 


day to this there have been periodical outbreaks, 
though no public demonstrations of this feel- 
ing.” Col. Clark insists that uniformed veteran 
battalions should be abolished, and that no men 
should be permitted to use military titles who 
have not fairly earned them in service. He also 
says: 

“That the public may understand one important part 
of this matter, so fur as the Seventh Regiment fs con- 
cerned, it is necessary to state that there arein the 
city of New-York and vicinity about 3,000 exempt or 
veteran members: that of this number about 1,200, 
more or less, are members of an association called the 
*Veteruns of the Seventh Regiment,’ chartered not 
for military, but for benevolent and social purposes; 
that of these 1,200 members of this association about 
400 have obtained and worn military uniforms, and 
their officers wear the military insignia of rank or grade, 
although in express violation of section 59, chapter 299, 
Laws of 1583; that the exempt or veteran members cf 
the regiment who do not wear uniforms, say 2,500 in 
number, are, so far as known, opposed to the Uni- 
formed Veteran Corpe; that the 400 uniformed mem- 
bers of the association have obtained control of it; 
thet the ununiformed members of the association are’ 
practically excluded from Office or from any part in its 
management, and, therefore, naturally absent them- 
selves from its meetings; that the msefulness of the 
association is greatly impaired because the men who 
control lt are chiefly interested in fancy uniforms, 
parades, excursions, and other festivities: that conse- 
quently the benevolent fund of the association, which 
should long since have reached a large amount, is now 
only $5,000, and very inadequate to the relief of needy 
members and their families.”
